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EU is Africa’s biggest tradingpartner 


The European Union (EU) is Africa’s biggest trading partner, with 
transactions of more than 218 biiiion euros between the two biocs iast 
year, the most recent Eurostat data indicates; France, Germany, Itaiy and 
Spain were Africa’s top partners on a nationai scaie. 


EU exports to Africa rose from 
66.4 billion euros in 2000 to 9 1 .7 
billion euros in 2006, accounting 
for 7.9% of total European trade 
exchanges last year. 

Imports also grew from 85 bil- 
lion to 126.4billioneurosduring 


the same period, corresponding 
to 9 . 3 % of total European Union 
transactions. 

In the EU 27 the biggest ex- 
porter was France, with 20.9 bil- 
lion euros, followed by Germany 
with 1 6.2 billion euros and Italy 


with 12.6 billion. Portugal ranks 
ninth, with sales to Africa on the 
order of 2 billion euros. 

The top destinations for Euro- 
pean exports to Africa were South 
Africa, Morocco, Algeria and 
Egypt, accounting for 1 9.9 billion. 


10.4 billion, 9.9 billion and 9 . 1 bil- 
lion euros, respectively. 

Machinery accounted for the 
biggest share of EU 27 exports to 
Africa in 2006 (3 1 .4%), followed 
by chemicals (13.8%) and trans- 
port material 03.3%). 

Italy, Spain and France are the 
European import leaders, with 
2006 purchases in Africa worth 

31.4 billion, 20.8 billion and 19.7 
billion euros, respectively. Portu- 
gal ranks eighth on the list, with 


purchases worth 3 .2 billion euros. 

The African products most 
acquired by the 27 EU member 
States were mainly raw materi- 
als, especially fuel (5 1 .5% of the 
total in 2006), minerals and met- 
als ( 1 4%) and agro-food (9.7%). 

World Trade Organization fig- 
ures indicate that Europe was the 
top destination for African ex- 
ports (42 .9%) in 2005 , as well as 
Africa ’ s main supplier (46 . 6%) . 

Africa is the world’ s thirdbig- 


gest continent, after Asia and 
America, occupying 20% of the 
Earth’s surface and with 800 mil- 
lion residents, 12% of the global 
population. 

The European Union’s cur- 
rent Portuguese presidency hosts 
this December 8-9 in Lisbon the 
Second EU/Africa Summit, gath- 
ering leaders from 27 European 
and 53 African countries, seven 
years after the first such meeting.

Zimbabwe issue unlikely to dominate business 
at Lisbon summit, says Maputo ’sFM 


Zimbabwe’s simmering po- 
litical and economic predica- 
ment will not dominate pro- 
ceedings at the long-awaited 
EU-Africa summit this week- 
end in Lisbon, Mozambique’s 
top diplomat said. 

Mozambican F oreign Minis- 
ter Alcinda Abreu told Lusa in 
Maputo: “This summit has a 
very concrete and specific 
agenda, and as can be appreci- 
ated, Zimbabwe is not part of 
the agenda. I don’t see any 


chance of polarisation as the 
agenda doesn’t include any dis- 
cussion on Zimbabwe. ” 

Luis Amado, Portugal’s for- 
eign minister, said last week that 
Zimbabwe, and by implication 
its controversial leader, would 
only be a “footnote” at the Lis- 
bon EU-AU summit, given the 
long-awaited meeting’s “historic 
importance” for the relationship 
between the two continents. 

But despite the optimism ex- 
pressed by Lisbon’ s EU chair of 


President Mugabe’s participa- 
tion at the summit, a number of 
EU capitals have hinted they 
could confront the Zimbabwean 
leader over his government’s 
abysmal human rights record in 
recent years and his country’s 
apparent road to economic ruin. 

Diplomatic sources say that 
another potential stumbling 
block to agreement between Eu- 
rope and Africa on an economic 
partnership accord at the Lisbon 
summit is resistance from a 


number of AU states, particu- 
larly in Central and West Af- 
rica, to what they perceive as an 
agreement not in their interests . 

Meanwhile, the Portuguese 
government announced on 
Tuesday that it will pick up a 
tab for around 1 0 million euros 
to stage the overdue second EU- 
AU summit, gathering leaders 
from nearly 80 states and their 
entourages in Lisbon.

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Lisbon, which does not run the risk of faiiure over 
these issues, Portugai’s foreign minister, Luis 
Amado, has said. 


Earlier in the week, diplomatic 
sources involved in the prepara- 
tion of the overdue EU-AU sum- 
mit had suggested that some Af- 
rican states were unhappy with 
an economic partnership accord, 
part of the 27s’ cooperation with 
the Africa, Caribbean and Pacific 
(ACP) bloc of ex-European colo- 
nies, expected to be approved by 
the two blocs in Lisbon. 

But Lisbon’s No. 1 diplomat 
downplayed fears that these is- 
sues might block approval of a 
new strategic economic partner- 
ship between the EU and its 53- 
state African counterpart. 


“There are imbalances in trade 
exchanges, therefore it is an issue 
that will definitely be debated 
during the summit but we won’t 
have problems due to this.” 

“The summit is for this, to de- 
bate problems,” added Amado. 

After beginning talks Wednes- 
day in the Red Searesort of Sharm 
el- Sheikh with an AU delegation 
led by Cairo’s foreign minister, 
Akwasi Osei-Adjei, Lisbon’s top 
diplomatunderscoredthe need for 
Europe and Africato worktogether 
to confront existing problems, par- 
ticularly migration, which “is a 
problem for everyone.”

Human rights 
activists plan summit 
demo against 
Zimbabwe abuses 


Human rights activists from Portugai and other 
countries pian to demonstrate against abuses in 
Zimbabwe this Saturday, the opening day of the 
Europe-Africa summit that Zimbabwean President 
Robert Mugabe pians to attend. 


Laura Vascon 9 elos ofPortu- 
gal’s Association for Defence 
of Human Rights said earlier 
this week, that the demonstra- 
tion was ealled as a “gathering 
of repudiation” against 
Harare’s violations of basie 
rights, and not speeifieally 
against Mugabe’s controver- 
sial presenee at the summit. 

Anti-Mugabe aetivists from 


Britain and Germany, among 
other eountries, have an- 
nouneed plans to partieipate in 
the protest. 

The demonstration has been 
authorised by Portuguese au- 
thorities, on eondition the 
protestors remain at a distanee 
of 100 metres for the two-day 
summit’ s venue at the Atlantie 
Pavilion beside the Tagus River. 
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Africa’s five Portuguese-speaking countries view the upcoming 
European Union -Africa Union summit in Lisbon with cautious optimism, 
hoping it wiii spur a new dynamic in historic reiations and cooperation 
whiie recognizing that progress in deveiopment and the fight against 
poverty depend primariiy on Africa itseif. 


“Africa can’t fall into the magi- 
cal perception that the summit 
will resolve the problems” of 
peace, stability, good governance 
and development. Cape Verde’s 
foreign minister, Vietor Borges, 
told Lusa in an interview. 

“A new (bilateral) relation- 
ship” emerging from the Deeem- 
ber 8-9 summit eould be “very 
important” for progress on mul- 
tiple fronts, but “the ineseapable 
reality” is that solutions to Afri- 
ea’s problems “lie in the eonti- 
nent”, Borges said last week. 

Europe-Afriea eooperation, 
he added, needed to break with 
the “logie of programmatie aid” 
and of priorities defined by offi- 
eials who often have “time to ar- 
tieulate speeehes but do not un- 
derstand the profound nature of 
African development”. 

Cape Verde gained unpree- 
edented “speeial partnership” 
status with the EU last month, an 
initiative baeked strongly by the 
Portuguese EU presideney. 

The Cape Verdean diplomat’s 
view of the apex meeting was eeh- 
oed in reeent eomments by other 
Lusophone Afriean leaders, in- 
eluding those from Mozambique 
and Angola. 

“We believe it’ll be worth- 


while being (in Lisbon)” and that 
the two-day summit “will, give a 
greater impulse to Afriea’ s devel- 
opment”, Mozambiean Presi- 
dent Armando Guebuza said last 
month. 

Guebuza, whose eountry is 
often deseribed as an Afriean 
“success story”, expressed 
Maputo’s hope that the summit 
“deal effeetively with the prob- 
lems and worries of the two con- 
tinents” and find remedies to 
“speed development, Afriea’ s in 
particular”. 

Senior offieials from oil pow- 
erhouse Angola stmek similar 
hopeful chords. 

“We ean’t attribute all failures 
to cooperation (with Europe)”, 
Aguinaldo Jaime, the deputy 
minister to Luanda’ s prime min- 
ister said recently, ealling on the 
EU to look at Africa as “a friend 
of growth and investment”. 

“It must be up to us (Africans) 
to know how to identify our pri- 
orities and development objec- 
tives. If s up to us to have an un- 
derstanding of our own prob- 
lems”, Jaime emphasized. 

The direetor of Angola ’ s For- 
eign Ministry, Mario Feliz, un- 
derlined that Europe and Afriea 
have been “historie partners” 


that share “mutual interests”, 
predieting the summit would be 
“mutually benefieial anduseflil”. 

In eomments to Lusa last week, 
the foreign ministers of Guinea- 
Bissau and Sao Tome and 
Prineipe, Maria da Coneei9ao 
Nobre Cabral and Ovideo 
Pequeno, respeetively, under- 
lined similar upbeat expeetations 
for the summit, the seeond be- 
tween the EU and the African 
Union since 2000. 

Both Nobre Cabral and 
Pequeno stressed the key impor- 
tanee of “partnership” with Eu- 
rope in the development of their 
West African countries. 

All five former Portuguese ter- 
ritories, known colleetively by 
the aeronymPALOP, reiterated 
their support for the presenee in 
Lisbon of Zimbabwean Presi- 
dent Robert Mugabe, while 
stressing their hope that his sum- 
mit partieipation would not dis- 
traet from the meeting ’ s agenda. 

Britain has said it will not send 
a senior delegation to the summit 
due to Mugabe’ s plans to attend. 

The Zimbabwean regime has 
faeed EU travel and other sane- 
tions since 2002 over Harare’s 
violations of civic and human 
rights. TPN/Lusa 


Africa still top target for 
EU development aid 


Afriea is the main destination 
for EU development aid, absorb- 
ing nearly half the fmaneial as- 
sistanee provided by the Euro- 
pean bloe, which has pledged to 
inerease outlays as the world’s 
top donor, partieularly for Af- 
rica. 

Data released in April by the 
OECD indieated that develop- 
ment aid from the EU as a whole 
(member States and European 
Commission) reaehed 48 billion 
euros in 2006, aecounting for 
57%ofthe global total. “Less than 
half’ of that amount went to the 
African continent. 


The amount of 48 billion euros 
represents 0.42% of the EU’s 
Gross National Produet (GNP), 
in real terms about 1 00 euros per 
European eitizen. In comparison, 
aid provided by the United States 
and Japan respeetively eorre- 
sponded to 53 and 69 euros per 
eitizen. 

The European Union wants to 
inerease the volume and effec- 
tiveness of aid, and to meet the 
goals set by the United Nations 
to set aside 0.7% of GNP for sup- 
porting development. Compared 
to 2006, Publie Development 
Aid (PDA) should inerease by 


20 billion euros a year until 2010 
and by 46 billion euros a year 
until 2015. 

The EU has agreed to eollec- 
tively allocate at least 50% of 
that inerease to the Afriean eon- 
tinent. 

Community aid granted to 
Afriea, within the framework of 
assistanee to the ACP (Africa, 
Caribbean and Paeific) coun- 
tries, is finaneed by the Euro- 
pean Development Fund 
(EDF), an instrument that is not 
an integral part of the EU gen- 
eral budget. It is finaneed by the 
member States and is subj eet to 


its own finaneial rules and run 
by a speeial eommittee. 

Eaeh EDF is in effeet for a pe- 
riod of about five years, with the 
eurrent cycle now reaehing its 
end. The 10th Fund takes effeet 
next January and will eover the 
period from 2008 to 2013. 

The Afriea strategy should 
receive a new boost at the second 
EU-Africa summit this weekend 
in Lisbon - at least that is the goal 
announeedby both sides. The aim 
is to aehieve a more all-eneom- 
passing and balaneed relation- 


ship between the two eontinents, 
with shared rights and responsi- 
bilities, instead of the traditional 
donor-reeipient relationship. 

Development aid will never- 
theless eontinue to be a key item. 
The European Commissioner for 
Development and Humanitarian 
Aid, Louis Miehel, reeently eom- 
mented on the strong eompeti- 
tion from other world powers on 
the Afriean eontinent, namely 
China. He warned that Europe is 
not alone in Afriea, but also re- 
minded Afr ieans that the EU pro- 


vides the support as a “donation, 
not loans”. 

The European Commission 
has indieated that the develop- 
ment poliey’s purpose is to “fos- 
ter sustainable development that 
helps eradieate poverty in devel- 
oping countries and to integrate 
them in the global eeonomy”. 

These eeonomie and soeial 
aims are j oined by a politieal one : 
to “help eonsolidate demoeraey 
and the rule of law, as well as re- 
speet for human rights and fun- 
damental freedoms”. TPN/Lusa

between six and 45 , all of whom 
have redueed physieal 
eapacities, the result of some 
form of mental limitation, such 
as Downs Syndrome or autism. 


Students are aeeepted from all 
over the Algarve though the ma- 
j ority of eurrent students are from 
the Eastern part of the region. 
Amongst them are three foreign- 
ers, of British, Brazilian and Aus- 
tralian nationality. 

Until now the AAPACDM 
has remained relatively un- 
known, so many will be sur- 
prised to learn that it has, in faet. 


been established for 40 years. 

This next school year, 2007/ 
2008, marks the institution’s 40* 
anniversary and already a 
number of eelebrations are exeit- 
edly being planned. 

AAPACDM is made up of six 
different branehes: CAO - an 
Oeeupational Aetivity Centre - 
CAO Labour, where students 
put their abilities to good use and 


make things that are sold to raise 
revenue for the institution, an 
edueational braneh, professional 
training for those aiming to inde- 
pendently break into the work 
market, speeially-adapted 
sports faeilities, and the Justa 
Casa support home, whieh offers 
aeeommodation during the week 
for students who, for whatever 
reason, find it easier to remain in 
Faro. 

These six branehes are divided 
amongst three buildings, two of 
whieh are adjaeent in eentral 
F aro, making use of old buildings 
that are beautifully kept, and a 
eollege in Santa Barbara. 

Protoeols have been estab- 
lished with regional businesses to 
offer work experienee or appren- 
tieeship placements for 
AAPACDM ’s older students, 
whieh in many eases lead on to 
full-time employment and sub- 
sequently, an admirable degree of 
independenee andaehievement. 
In essenee, what any other able- 
bodied person takes for granted. 

Training in metal and wood- 
work as well as eeramies, garden- 
ing and domestie tasks is given 
through state-funded eourses. 
Basie soeial skills and other fun- 
damental tools are also taught to 
those with more severe disabili- 
ties. 

Susan Kelly is a long-term resi- 
dent of the Algarve. Her adopted 
son Selwyn, now 24, suffers a 
milder form of autism known as 
Asperger’s Syndrome. 

It was through Susan ’ s praise 
and ambition for the sehool that 
The Portugal News learned of 
the AAPACDM, and was in- 
vited to see first-hand what ex- 
eellent and essential work it ear- 
ries out. 

Despite attending normal pri- 
mary sehool in Portugal, at the 
age of six itbeeame obvious that 
Selwyn’ s needs were more de- 
manding than those of other pu- 
pils his age. “Mother’s instinct 
told me something was not quite 
right”, Susan explains “but even- 
tually sehool beeame a night- 
mare”. 

Still in primary grades at the 
age of 1 3 , teaehers told Susan that 
her son eould no longer remain 
at the sehool. It was then that he 
was diagnosed with the disease. 

“When Selwyn was diagnosed 
with Asperger’ s I suddenly real- 
ised that he didn’t have a possi- 
bility for an edueation. It was al- 
most impossible to find any- 
where for him to study”. 

Through asking around and 
sheer luek Susan learned of the 
AAPACDM. “It is the best thing 


that eould ever have happened to 
us”, she says enthusiastieally. 

Sinee attending AAPACDM 
Selwyn has aehieved an impres- 
sive amount of independenee. 

“People with his eondition 
often have no eoneept of simple 
things like time or money. 
Selwyn does now, but it is other 
people’s dishonesty that be- 
eomes a eoneem”. 

During his time at the 
AAPACDM Selwyn learned the 
skills of gardening and is now em- 
ployed by a eompany in 
Almaneil, a j ob he thoroughly en- 
joys. “He is even learning Span- 
ish,” says his delighted mum. 

The AAPACDM is run by its 
President of six years Eliane 
Roeha Cruz. 

Wholly dedieated to the insti- 
tution, Eliane explained that the 
institution’s main diffieulty at 
present is purely fmaneial. 

“We have roughly ealeulated a 
budget for 2008 and we are al- 
ready €34.000 shorf’, she la- 
ments. 

Despite reeeiving funding from 
EU grants, various munieipali- 
ties, Soeial Seeurity and other 
institutes for edueation and em- 
ployment, the AAPACDM still 
heavily relies on private dona- 
tions to eontinue its work. 

V iee-president T ina F elizardo 
reiterated, “We need money to 
invest and renovate the institu- 
tion. It is easy to simply survive, 
but to progress we have to in- 
vesf’. 

Earlier this week the 
AAPACDM ’s ‘Christmas Ba- 
zaar’ was inaugurated in Faro, a 
small shop loeated within the 
Farenese Football Club’s head- 
quarters, by whieh it was kindly 
eoneeded. 

Here, shoppers will find an 
assortment of pretty handieraft 
items made by the students, along 
with a medley of nearly new and 
brand new deeorative items, 
books, ete . All revenue raised will 
revert to AAPACDM, and be 
put towards “roof repairs, a new 
suspended eeiling, air eondition- 
ing, petrol fees”, says Eliane. 

A tall order and revenue from 
the Christmas fair may not eover 
all of the afore-mentioned. How- 
ever, fresh hope has surged in the 
form of the Almaneil Interna- 
tional Rotary Club, whieh also 
reeently learned of the assoeia- 
tion and has shown a keen inter- 
est in beeoming involved. 

Speaking on Monday at the 


AAPACDM’s ‘Christmas Fair’ 
shop inauguration, loeated in 
downtown F aro. Civil Governor 
Isilda Gomes said: “The solidar- 
ity of others in eontributing to 
this eause is extraordinary”. 

Admittedly “very familiar” 
with the institution, the ‘Govern- 
ess’ eonfesses she keeps a “elose 
eye” on its progress and thinks it 
is a “fantastie” eause.

Speaking under the banner of World AIDS Day, on December Health 
Minister Correia dos Campos revealed that figures for the disease in Portugal 
are on the decline, though defended investment in educating the population 
and raising awareness as a means of prevention was still a priority. 


According to Correia dos 
Campos, “the statisties eoneem- 
ing the spread of infection are at 
their lowest sinee 200 1 , and, re- 
garding the number of people 
with the HIV/AIDS disease, at 
their lowest sinee 1996”. 

In essenee this means that the 
ineidence and prevalenee of the 
disease in Portugal is diminishing. 

Up until September this year, 
there were 32.000 registered eases 
of HIV/AIDS in Portugal. A 
United Nations report showed 
that, amongst all Western Euro- 
pean countries, Portugal is the 
fourth eountry with most eases 
ofinfeetions diagnosed in 2006. 

Minister Campos believes 
that the main weapon in eombat- 
ing this reality is “edueation, in- 


formation, and knowledge” par- 
tieularly in sehools and whieh 
could include “a vast distribution 
of condoms”. 

“It is very important that edu- 
eation is done from primary or 
seeondary school ages”, he de- 
fended, adding that students are 
“their own family’ s informers”. 

He underlined that the number 
of transmissions from mother to 
ehild has fallen from 25 per eent 
to just two per eent, as have the 
number of eases eaught by shar- 
ing infeeted syringes. 

Despite reeognising that “eiti- 
zens fear being put into a situa- 
tion of stigma andhave a wish and 
a right to their privaey”, selling 
anti-retroviral medieines in phar- 
maeies was a reeent suggestion 


Courts ‘repossess’ 
child from foster 

family six years later 


Courts in V ila Real have made 
the deeision to return a six-year- 
old girl, who has lived with a fos- 
ter family designated by Soeial 
Serviees sinee being 25-days old, 
to her reformed drug-addiet bio- 
logieal mother. 

Despite not knowing any other 
family exeept the one with whom 
she has lived sinee being a new- 
born, the ehild, lara, now faees life 
in a single-parent family unit with 
amother she has never metbefore. 

The eourts deeided that the bio- 
logiealmother,namedBrigite,now 
has all conditions necessary to 
offer her daughter a good quality 
of life, being emotionally and eeo- 
nomieally stable, as well as off 
drugs.

Portugal committed to 
common criminal registry 
against child sex abuse 

The Portuguese EU presidency is “committed strongly” to 
implementing a common criminal registry for the 27- 
nation bloc, considering such a step “essential” for 
fighting child sex abuse, a senior official said. 


The fight against ehild sex 
abuse and pornography re- 
quires prevention and “effee- 
tive prevention is based on a 
vast and well organised system 
of data exehange”, Lisbon’s 
assistant state seeretary for 
justiee, Jose Condes 
Rodrigues, told a eonferenee in 
Brussels. 

“The Portuguese (EU) presi- 
deney is eommitted strongly to 
the implementation of a Euro- 


pean eriminal database”, he said, 
ealling for increased “interna- 
tional eooperation and j oint ef- 
forts” in eombating the sexual 
abuse of ehildren. 

Conde Rodrigues said Portu- 
gal was preparing to j oin the pi- 
lot-proj eet on eomputerized ex- 
ehange of eriminal data that is 
being implemented by Ger- 
many, Franee, Spain, Belgium, 
Czeeh Republie and Luxem- 
bourg.

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Reform Treaty ratification ‘big 
priority’ for 2008 -Barroso

Ratification of the new reform 
treaty will be one ofthe EU’s “big 
priorities” next year, European 
Commission chief Jose Manuel 
Durao Barroso said this week, 
adding that the form of ratifica- 
tion was up to each member state . 

“For 2008, the successful rati- 
fication of the Treaty of Lisbon 
will be one of our big priorities”, 
Durao Barroso told a meeting of 
European lawmakers in Brus- 
sels, referring to the charter that 
will be formally signed in the 
Portuguese capital next week. 

He urged the parliamentarians 
tojoinEU institutions in helping 
explain the treaty to citizens and 
mobilise support for it. 

Questioned by Portuguese 
Communist MEP Ilda 
Figueiredo on what she called a 
“campaign to escape referen- 
dums” on the treaty, Durao 
Barroso said each state would 
decide on its form of ratification. 

He described both referen- 
dums and parliamentary action as 
equally “legitimate” in democ- 
racy. 

Portuguese Internal Adminis- 
tration Minister Rui Pereira also 
addressedthe meeting, telling the 
lawmakers the treaty would as- 
sure greater “democratic control” 
by strengthening the roles of the 
European Parliament in the leg- 
islative process and of the super- 
visory role of national legisla- 
tures. 

The Lisbon Treaty is sched- 
uled to be signed on December 1 3 .

The Portuguese EU presi- 
deney presented a eompromise 
proposal for harmonised eollee- 
tion of valued added taxes (VAT) 
onteleeommunieations serviees 
throughout the bloe, hoping to 
bring Luxembourg into the fold. 

“The eompromise solution 
permits everyone to deal with 
their speeific situations and Eu- 
rope to take a step forward in the 
fiseal realm, namely in the harmo- 
nization of the VAT tax frame- 
work”, Portuguese F inanee Min- 
ister Fernando Teixeira dos 
Santos said on the eve of the meet- 
ing in Brussels. 

Luxembourg, whieh hosts ma- 
jor teleeommunieations eompa- 
nies sueh as the AOL, Apple and 
Skype, has been the main oppo- 
nent of the “VAT paekage” that 
was partially agreed in June un- 
der the German presideney. 

While most EU members want 
teleeommunieations VAT to be 
eolleeted in the eountry of eon- 
sumption rather than in the eoun- 
try of origin, teleeommuniea- 
tions eompanies argue that sueh 
a system would eomplieate their 
aeeounts, foreing them to apply 
27 different taxes instead of one 
as at present. 

Portugal’s eompromise pro- 
posal eentres on postponing ap- 
plieation of new rules by five 
years to 20 1 5 and allowing the 
eountry of origin of serviees to 
take 20 pereent ofthe VAT eol- 
leeted in eountries of eonsump- 
tion. TPN/Lusa

Bloc’s plan to combat digital exclusion 

Europe wants to beeome a world leader in the eombat of digital 
exelusion, Lisbon’s EU ehair said this week. The EU’s strategy to 
widen e-inelusion within the bloe was outlined by Portugal ’ s seienee 
and teehnology minister, Jose Mariano Gago, after talks with his 
European eounterparts in Lisbon. EU Commissioner for the Infor- 
mation Soeiety Viviane Redding also attended the eneounter. 

EU ‘needs’ to take lead in hi-tech 
innovation 

Inereasing global eompetition will inevitably weaken Europe’s 
eeonomie power, but EU states have the eolleetive potential to be at 
the forefront of teehnologieal innovation and this eould eushion the 
threat from emerging eeonomies, Lisbon’ s EU presideney has said. 
Lisbon’ s state seeretary for industry and innovation, Antonio Castro 
Guerra, said: “The world distribution in eourse does not mean Eu- 
rope will be poorer. It does not mean that we lower our levels of well- 
being, but only that we have to prepare for stronger eompetition 
eoming from various eountries . . . sueh as China, India, Brazil, Mexieo, 
Pakistan and Turkey.” 

Delay in Darfur protection force could mar 
EU image 

Portugal’ s state seeretary for defenee has warned of the EU’ s loss 
of international eredibility if the delay in dispatehing its Darfur refu- 
gee proteetion foree to eentral Afriea eontinues mueh longer. “The 
situation ean’t drag on in the name of the European Union’ s image”, 
Joao Mira Gomes said Monday in Paris on the sidelines of a meeting 
ofthe Western European Union. The deployment of a 3,500-strong 
EU foree to Chad and Central Afriean Republie to protect refugees 
from the conflict in neighbouring Sudan’ s Darfur province has been 
delayed primarily due to the lack of support aircraft - helicopters 
and transport and medical evacuation planes. Initially, the EU pro- 
tection force was to have been deployed to central Africa beginning 
in early December, but officials now expect the earliest deployment 
in January. 

EU to fund Med transport network 

EU Transport Commissioner Jacques Barrot said this week that 
the bloc’s action plan to develop transport links between southern 
and eastern Mediterranean states will begin next year and involve 
initial investment of750 million euros. Barrot said the EU funds would 
be used for a viability study, building of a tunnel from Spain to Mo- 
rocco, and construction of a TGV rail link between North Africa’s 
Maghreb states. The high-level Lisbon conference gathered officials 
from 14 EU states and representatives from Morocco, Egypt, Alge- 
ria, the Palestinian Authority, Jordan, Syria, Tunisia, Turkey and 
Israel. 

Amado, Solana sign association accord 

Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado and Javier Solana, the 
EU’s chief diplomat, travelled to Bosnia on Tuesday to sign an EU 
Association and Stabilization Accord with the Balkan country. 
Saraj evo’ s caretaker government recently approved a plan to reform 
the ethnically divided country ’ s police forces, meeting an EU condi- 
tion for the signing of the accord, a first step on the long road to future 
possible accession to the European bloc. 

New Forum launched to promote 
philanthropic support for research 

The EC has announced the creation of a new Forum to increase 
philanthropic contributions for research. The idea of such a Forum 
was raised by a group of experts asked by the EC to make recommen- 
dations as to how Europe should go about making better use of chari- 
table and private donations to advance research. The European Fo- 
rum on Philanthropy and Research Funding will be initially estab- 
lished for a period of three years and will examine issues such as: the 
research funding policies of existing philanthropic organisation; le- 
gal, fiscal and regulatory issues; and governance and ethical issues. 

Three In four EU citizens welcome 
dialogue with other cultures 

Almost three quarters of EU citizens (72%) believe that people 
with a different background (ethnic, religious or national) enrich the 
cultural life of their country; a quarter (23%) of citizens disagree with 
that idea, according to a Flash Eurobarometer survey commissioned 
by the European Commission. Respondents were asked about the 
patterns of their interaction with people of different cultures, about 
their general attitude towards cultural diversity and, specifically, 
about the upcoming European Y ear of Intercultural Dialogue 2008 . 

More than 40% of households have 
broadband Internet access 

In the EU27, 54 percent of households had access to the internet 
during the first quarter of 2007, compared with 49 percent during the 
first quarter of 2006, and 42 percent had a broadband connection, 
compared with 30 percent in 2006. In 2007, the highest proportions 
of households with internet access were recorded in the Netherlands 
(83%), Sweden (79%) and Denmark (78%). The lowest levels were 
registered in Bulgaria ( 1 9%), Romania (22%) and Greece (25%). The 
proportion of households with a broadband connection in 2007 was 
also highest in the Netherlands (74%), Denmark (70%) and Sweden 
(67%). 

It was also found a quarter of individuals chat online, while 15% 
make phone calls over the internet. 
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Security concerns grow as Lisbon club owner is killed in car bomb 


One of Lisbon nightlife’s most prominent bar- 
owners has been killed. The incident took 
place during the early hours of Sunday 
morning when an explosive device, that had 
been planted under the seat of the club 
owner’s Mercedes, detonated.

Sixty-five-year-old Jose 
Gon 9 alves, married to a teacher 
and with two adult daughters, 
was also the owner of the ‘Aviao ’ 
(literally translated as ‘Airplane ’ ) 
bar and strip club, located near 
the city’s airport. 

Reports state Jose left his bar 
at the usual time of around 05h 1 5 
and got into his car, a Mercedes, 
with two of the establishment’s 
Slovenian dancers who were hav- 
ing a lift home. 

Minutes later a bomb de- 
scribedby authorities as ‘ingen- 
ious’ exploded inside the vehicle, 
killing only the driver, Jose 
Gon 9 alves. 

It was this precision that has 
led investigators to believe the 
device was created by an expert. 

Despite escaping unharmed, 
after calling police, the two danc- 
ers were taken to a nearby hospi- 
tal forpsychological support af- 
ter they witnessed everything 
from inside the vehicle . 

Only after eight hours of inves- 
tigations and examinations was 
the victim’s body finally re- 
moved. Just two years earlier he 
had escaped another attack be- 
lieved to have been an attempted 
murder, when he was shot in the 
leg three times. 


Police are looking into the pos- 
sibility that this latest hit may be 
related to the murder of Ilidio 
Correia, the head of a bouncer 
company, who was shot in 
Miragaia, northern Portugal, last 
Thursday. 

It is thought that Ilidio had 
been sent from Lisbon to Oporto 
with the task of negotiating a take- 
over on part of that city’s disco 
security guards. 

After his murder, violence 
broke out in Lisbon, now being 
put down to rival gangs and 
‘night-lords’. 

‘Aviao’ was a renowned 
hangout in Lisbon; a converted 
Boeing that once belonged to 
Nicaraguan dictator Anastazio 
Somosa. The aircraft was appre- 
hended in the 1 970 ’s, in Lisbon’s 
Portela airport after it was found 
loaded with weapons, and later 
sold through public auction. 

Two of the venue’s doormen 
were summoned for questioning 
and a number of video security 
tapes were confiscated. 

Jose da Silva Gon 9 alves and his 
family were described by neigh- 
bours as being, “thoroughly nice 
people”. The victim was also a 
witness in the ongoing ‘Passarelle’ 
trial, a mammoth court case in- 


volving a number of Lisbon’s 
most notorious ‘night barons’. 

In Oporto this year alone five 
people have been killed allegedly 
in connection with night under- 
world domination. 

Besides Ilidio, two other door- 


men, a nightclub owner and an 
innocent onlooker who was 
caught up in crossfire were all 
killed in related incidents. 

For the past months newspa- 
pers have reported on escalating 
violence that is terrorising 


Oporto’s night scene and now 
seems to be spreading to Lisbon. 

Adjunct State and Justice Sec- 
retary Jose Conde Rodrigues has 
said, “There is no reason for 
alarm”. 

“Situations such as the one 


afore-mentioned are investigated 
by police and will almost cer- 
tainly lead to an inquisition by the 
Public Ministry”. 

In the State Secretary’s opin- 
ion, “Portugal has adequate laws 
to punish such crimes”.

Following the meeting, one of 
the movement’s members, 
Helena Carmo, announeed over 
a megaphone to the waiting gen- 
eral publie and media reporters:

China summit final 
declaration agreed after 
delay of days 

The Portuguese EU presidency, following four days of negotiations over wording In 
Beijing, posted the final declaration of last week’s summit with China on Its Internet site 
earlier this week, the Lusa News Agency reported. 


The document was signed 
on Sunday, underlining four 
key conclusions of the EU- 
China meeting in the Chinese 
capital last week. 

EU officials in Beijing told 
Lusa the delay in signing and re- 
leasing the final declaration, had 
centred on China’s reluctance 
to clearly define in writing the 
regulations, composition and 
objectives of two agreed high- 
level “working groups” to 
study the soaring trade imbal- 


ance between Europe and the 
Asian power. 

The final declaration commit- 
ted the two sides to continued 
j oint efforts for global peace and 
security, recognition of climate 
change issues as apriority, coor- 
dination of cooperation in Af- 
rica, and looking at the trade defi- 
cit head on. 

The document also reiterated 
the EU’s “concern” that Tai- 
wan ’ s plans to hold a referendum 
on a bid for UN membership 


could “unilaterally change the 
status quo”, a stance that fell 
short ofBeijing’s insistence for 
explicit condemnation by the 
EU of Taipei’s initiative. 

The text was hammered out 
with the Chinese over four days 
by Portuguese EU presidency 
and European Commission 
diplomats, following the depar- 
ture from Beij ing of Portuguese 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
and EC chief Jose Manuel Durao 
Barroso.

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Global warning for Portugal 


Global warming is an expression that today 
is used on a daily basis. It is in newspapers, 
spoken about on television, and the images 
of its effects are seen in movies, 
documentaries and magazines. But how 
much notice is really taken? Can the 
devastating consequences of an 
overheating planet really be stopped in 
time? And what effect is global warming 
having on Portugal, if any? The truth is 
actually rather surprising, if not somewhat 
unnerving. 


All one has to do is look back 
over the past few years to see the 
effects that climate change is hav- 
ing on Portugal. Flash down- 
pours and freak floods, snow in 
the capital for the first time in 50 
years, receding coastlines, forest 
fires during late autumn, sunbath- 
ing and swimming in the sea in 
November - all this canbe in some 
way related to the dangerously 
high worldwide energy con- 
sumption levels. 

For years environmental 
watchdogs and governments have 
been implementing preventative 
measures, like the Kyoto Proto- 
col, and appealing for the reduc- 
tion of C02 emissions (created 
through energy consumption), the 
main cause of the so-called ‘ green- 
house effects’ and subsequent 
global warming. 

Holes in the ozone layer and 
increasing risk of 
cancer due to ever- 
more intense UV 
rays are direct con- 
sequences of these 
gassy emissions, 
which are expelled on a mass 
scale and a daily basis from all 
over the globe. 

In turn, planet earth is getting 
hot. 

Electricity production plants 
are the world’ s number one con- 
tributors to global warming, fol- 
lowed by exhaust fumes from 
vehicles and other forms of trans- 
portation. However, C02 gases 
are generated and emitted from 
any number of actions we carry 
out in our daily routines. From 
using deodorants to taking a bath, 
most things we do throughout the 
day will eventually contribute in 
hindering what is now one of 
man’s greatest challenges - sav- 
ing and preserving the planet for 
future generations. 

On a global scale, it is predicted 
that by 2010 the planet’s aver- 
age temperature will have risen 
between 1 .4 and 5 . 8 degrees, with 
the sea level raising anything be- 
tween nine to 88 


Warming.org’. He is also an en- 
thusiastic surfer and traveller, 
though it is in his native country 
Portugal, and indeed his home- 
city Lisbon, that he has witnessed 
some of the most dramatic envi- 
ronmental changes. 

“Tropical showers at the end 
of a day with average tempera- 
tures of 25 degrees, in October, 
is this normal?” he questions. 

“Snow in Lisbon a few years 
ago. . . winters and summers are 
beginning to merge. Inmy teens I 
remember going to school at this 
time of year in a coat. Now I walk 
around in T-shirts”. 

Extreme temperature changes 
are forecast to induce significant 
changes to the planet’s ecosys- 
tem, international economies and 
to human health. 

In Portugal, symptoms will 
mainly affect crop production

and sea life, as well as help to 
faster-spread germs, pests, bac- 
teria and vermin. The nation’s 
elderly population could also 
suffer significantly with pro- 
longed heat waves in summer and 
near sub-zero winters. 

Due to the approximation be- 
tween Mediterranean and tropi- 
cal climates, bugs and insects that 
have never before been reported 
in Portugal are now making their 
way over by the swarms. 

And whilst extreme tempera- 
tures may be harmful to most ag- 
ricultural productions, they may 
also be favourable to others and 
even allow fornew productions in 
Portugal, such as that of cotton. 

However, forest fires are one 
of the worst consequences of the 
soaring temperatures. 

Last month, on November 
1 0*, Portugal registered a record 
day for forest fires. An incredible 
400 fires broke out all across the 


cms. 

According to a 
report by the 
W orldwatch Insti- 
tute, due to its geo- 
graphical posi- 
tioning, Portugal is amongst the 
countries that are worst affected 
by global warming. In the last 30 
years alone the average tempera- 
ture in Portugal has risen by one 
degree, which is higher than the 
world’ s global average. 

Thirty-one-year-old Mario

country in less than 24 hours. 
Despite being on the verge of 
winter, unseasonally dry 
weather and hot temperatures 
were blamed for the fires. 

Coastal erosion is another 
main concern for Portugal. 

Earlier this year Cascais made 
the headlines when unusually 
high tides and raging seas ate into 
its coastline. In June it was an- 
nounced that some 700,000 cu- 


bic metres of sand, dredged from 
Lisbon’ s port, were to be spread 
along a number 
of Costa da 
C ap ari c a ’ s 
beaches, to rein- 
force and re- 
structure the 
coastline after it was washed 
away by the harsh winter tides 
and heavy rain fall. 

Mario still holds memories of 
a more perfect coastline little over 
ten years ago. 

“I remember when I was 1 8 
and I would get hold of my surf- 
board and go for a morning or af- 
ternoon’ s surfing along the Costa 
da Caparica or Estoril coastlines. 
There used to be perfectly- 
formed sets and breaks. 

“Nowadays it’s not like that, 
with the advancing of the ocean, 
like what happened this winter 
in Cascais, everything has 
changed. . .where there used to be 
a beach for sunbathing on, now 
there is only sea or wet sand”. 

In some places along the 950 
kilometres ofPortuguese coastline 
the seas have swept inland by 1 80 
metres in just eight years, with 
shorelines reducing by an esti- 
mated one metre every 1 2 months. 

While some 
experts would 
put this down 
to melting gla- 
ciers, rising 
tides, and 
changing cur- 
rents, others would point the fin- 
ger at intense migration patterns 
made by those swapping the in- 
terior, where the temperature rises 
and consequences are felt with 
greater intensity, for the less ag- 
gressive coastal conditions. 
Many opt to make the move as a 
form of cutting their losses before 
the inconsistent weather destroys 
their farming productivity and 
livelihoods. 


Anestimated75 per cent ofthe 
overall population now inhabit the 
coastline. 

“How many times do we 
switch on our televisions and 
watch as the evening news tells us 
about another lot of farmers that 
have lost their entire crops to un- 
seasonable weather?”, asks 
Mario. 

This is putting increasing ur- 
banised pressure on the coastline, 
due to construction and ever- 
growing populations, and is 
slowly taking its toll on the coun- 
try’s outline. 

In Azenhas do Mar, Sintra, cliff 
faces have eroded, in Buarcos, 
Figueira da Foz, sand dunes are 
vanishing at an astonishing rate, 
and on the Ria F ormosa, in the Al- 


drought and intense rainfall, as 
well as a worsening in coastal ero- 
sion, flooded areas, and a modifi- 
cation of tidal patterns’. 

The scientists concluded that 
by 2100, the south of Portugal 
could experience a loss in rain- 
fall of more than 3 0 per cent, with 
the Algarve facing up to a 40 per 
cent reduction in precipitation. 
Rising percentages in evapora- 
tion will further worsen the situ- 
ation. 

SIAM further showed that the 
six hottest years in the history of 
Portugal were all registered over 
the past 12 years, the hottest to 
date being 1997. 

It is not only the human popu- 
lation that isbeing driven to change 
habitat as a result of global warm- 


garve, on any 
given day of 
harsher storms, 
the cordon of 
sandy mounds 
that separate the 
river from the sea are at risk of dis- 
appearing. As a consequence, their 
absence would cause the natural 
lagoon and area of protected na- 
ture reserve, renowned for its 
beauty, to be flooded by the sea.

All of this is confirmed by the 
SIAM Project, a detailed study 
composed by 61 national scien- 
tists that depicts future scenarios 
for Portugal, towards the end of 
the 2 P' century, following global 
warming patterns documented 
between 1931 and 2000/0 1 . 

It is stated in the project’s 
resume, ‘the country will face in- 
creasingly frequent extreme cli- 
mate changes, like long periods of

ing, indigenous animal species may 
also face significant changes too. 

According to SIAM, ‘some 
animal populations, particularly 
if they have limited geographical 
distributions, small habitat areas 
or low numbers of individuals, 
may not be able to respond to 
rapid climate changes and extinc- 
tion could occur, namely in 
populations with low reproduc- 
tive and dispersal capacity. 

Included in the report, as ex- 
amples, are species that are en- 
demic to Portugal, such as the 
Nyctalus leisleihaX, or to Iberia, 
like the already-endangered Ibe- 
rian Lynx, or the Microtus 
cabrerae rodent. 

However, on the opposite end 
ofthe scale, fisheries look set to 
benefit with staple fish species, 
like the sardine and the octopus, 
thriving in the warmer seas. 

So what is being done to help 
reduce global warrninginPortugal?

“But all of us 
can help stop 
Global Warming”, urges Mario 
Rocha, “we can start with little, 
mundane things in our daily rou- 
tines like switching off the light on 
TV and computer screens”. 

“Even when we are not watch- 
ing anything those lights consume 
energy and create heat. Multiply 
that by the number of people who 
live on your street or in your build- 
ing, then by the number of televi- 
sion sets each household has on 
average (which is around three). 
When you open the fridge take out 
everything you need at once in- 
stead of opening and shutting it. 
Have a shower instead of a bath, 
and save on water bills as well. 
W alk to the cafe down the road in- 
stead of taking the car, or use pub- 
lic transport”. 

He concludes, “We all would 
like to believe we can change the 
world, but it is very hard to do it 
alone!”

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India summit brings 
commitments 


The European Union and In- 
dia eonverged last Friday on in- 
ternational policy, opening the 
way for stronger bilateral ties and 
cooperation, especially in the 
areas of trade, investment and the 
fight against climate change. 

The eighth EU-Indian summit 
inNew Delhi witnessed the sign- 
ing of two accords, a memoran- 
dum of understanding on coop- 
eration and development focused 
on education and health and an- 
other on collaboration in the 
fields of science and technology. 

The joint declaration capping 
the one-day apex meeting under- 
lined agreement on “strengthened 
dialogue and mechanisms for 
consultation, political coopera- 
tion and dialogue, closer cultural 
ties, economic cooperation, and 
the development of trade and in- 
vestment relations”. 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates, 
speaking for the Portuguese EU 
presidency, described the apex 
meeting at the closing news con- 


ference as characterized by a cli- 
mate of “friendship and confi- 
dence”. 

Jose Socrates called attention to 
two areas of agreement that were 
especially dear to European pri- 
orities: joint action against climate 
change and the need for a “more 
ambitious program of coopera- 
tion” in trade and investment. 

On climate change, he said the 
EU and India converged on the 
need for a general accord at the UN 
level for a post-Kyoto “map of 
action with concrete commit- 
ments” for reduction of green- 
house gases after 20 12. 

Such an initiative should have 
“common objectives but differ- 
ing responsibilities”, the Portu- 
guese leader said. 

On the trade and investment 
front. Prime Minister Socrates 
welcomed the bilateral commit- 
ment to work towards a If ee trade 
accord, that officials said earlier 
should be concluded next year. 

EU delegation sources, how- 


ever, told Lusa that it was likely 
the free trade agreement would 
take “about two years” to ham- 
mer out, given the “technical 
complexities” involved. 

Socrates expressed his pleas- 
ure at being in New Delhi eight 
years after the previous Portu- 
guese EU presidency launched 
the strategic partnership that fos- 
ters annual EU-India summits. 

Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh congratulated 
Lisbon on its “extraordinary suc- 
cess” in conducting the bilateral 
negotiations, stressing the “spe- 
cial relations” that j oin India and 
the EU as spaces of “democracy, 
multiculturalism and multi- 
linguism”. 

European Commission chief 
Jose Manuel Durao Barroso 
struck a similar key, saying the 
shared “3 Ds” of democracy, di- 
versity and dimension opened a 
“world of opportunities” for re- 
lations between Europe and India.

Lisbon applauds approval of new 
energy legislation 


Economy Minister 

Manuel Pinho, speaking for 
the Portuguese EU presi- 
dency, welcomed the Euro- 
pean Commission’s approval 
of new energy legislation, 
saying the creation of a Euro- 
pean energy market was a bloc 
priority for Lisbon. 

“At a moment when a re- 
sponse to the grave problem 
posed by the skyrocketing 
price of fossil fuels and cli- 
mate change is unavoidable, 
the (Portuguese) presidency 
considers the creation of an in- 
ternal energy market and a Eu- 


ropean strategy for a technologi- 
cal plan for the sector a prior- 
ity”, Minister Pinho told Lusa 
in Lisbon. 

The EU presidency, he added, 
viewed the legislative package 
approved by Brussels as “bal- 
anced and effi cienf ’. 

The minister’s comments 
came after the European Com- 
mission approved the third part 
of a series of measures on energy 
policy for the bloc, legislation that 
foresees the separation of pro- 
duction and transport of electric- 
ity and natural gas. 

The resolution of cross-border 


issues and the strengthening of 
“inter-connections” should also 
be considered in future as “a 
great bet” for the establishment 
of an internal market and for the 
“security and diversification” 
of energy sources for the EU, 
Pinho said. 

“The definition of investment 
plans for inter-connections and 
the creation of an Agency of 
Regulators with powers to su- 
pervise the plan and to resolve 
cross-border issues are also so- 
lutions considered effective by 
the presidency”, he added.

Spain withdraws its objections to 
bloc’s Galileo sat-nav project

Spain has given its backing to 
the EU’ s Galileo sat-nav system, 
meaning the multi-billion euro 
proj ect now has unanimous sup- 
port from the bloc’s 27 member 
states, Lisbon’s EU presidency 
said. 

Portugal’s transport minis- 
ter, Mario Lino, said “minor 
clarifications” had been given to 
Madrid on the Galileo system, 
meaning Spain could in theory 


host a ground control centre for 
the 30-satellite navigation sys- 
tem. 

Lino expressed “great satisfac- 
tion” at the unanimous endorse- 
ment of Galileo after last Thurs- 
day’ s support of the plans by a 
qualified majority, or two-thirds 
of EU states. 

“Today we are all united by 
Galileo,” added the Lisbon min- 
ister. 


The planned satellite system 
originally had only control cen- 
tres in Italy and Germany, with a 
search and rescue centre in Spain. 
The three centres will now be 
able to operate as a network, if 
needed. 

EU Transport Commissioner 
Jacques Barrot explained that the 
Spanish centre could also per- 
form a control role in the future.

Speaking alongside Lino was 
EU Commissioner for Infor- 
mation Society and Media 
Viviane Reding, who said “cus- 
tomers will be the main benefi- 
ciaries” from a new system in 
which “European industry will 
have a lion’s share of the mar- 
ket.” 
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Israel Sixty Years On: Partition or Apartheid 



Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Olmert was just back from the Annapolis summit where President George 
W. Bush tried to reboot the moribund Israeli-Palestinian peace talks. More importantly, last week was 
also the 60th anniversary of the United Nations vote that divided British-ruled Palestine into a Jewish 
and an Arab state. That promised Arab state still doesn’t exist, of course, but if the peace talks fail to 
produce it in the end, Olmert told the newspaper Ha’Aretz, then Israel is “finished.”

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“If the day comes when the 
two-state solution collapses,” 
Olmert said, “and we face a 
South African-style struggle for 
equal voting rights for the Pal- 
estinians in the (occupied) ter- 
ritories, then, as soon as that 
happens, the State of Israel is 
finished. The Jewish organisa- 
tions which were our power 
base in America will be the first 
to come out against us, because 
they will say they cannot sup- 
port a state that does not sup- 
port democracy and equal vot- 
ing rights for all its residents.” 

It was an extraordinary thing 
for a right-wing Israeli politi- 
cian to say: Israelis usually 
erupt in fury if anybody sug- 
gests a comparison between 
their country and apartheid-era 
South Africa. However, Olmert 
wasn’t talking about the coun- 
try as it is now — seven million 
people, of whom about five and 
a half million are Jews — but 
about the country that would 
exist if the peace talks fail de- 
finitively and the four million 
Palestinians in the occupied 
territories remain under Israeli 
control indefinitely. 

They have already been un- 
der Israeli military rule for forty 
years, and fifteen years of on- 
and-off peace negotiations have 
made little progress towards a 
Palestinian state. The Arab 
population both within Israel 
and in the occupied territories 
is growing much faster than the 
Jewish population, even count- 
ing Jewish immigration. Some 
time soon, there will be more 
Palestinians than Jews within 
the borders of the former Brit- 
ish mandate of Palestine (be- 
tween the Jordan River and the 
sea) for the first time since the 
war of 1948-49. 

Most of the Palestinians who 
lived within what is now Israel 
fled or were driven out during 
the 1948-49 war, and in order 
to ensure that the new state had 
an overwhelming Jewish ma- 
jority Israel never let them re- 
turn. Subsequent Jewish immi- 
gration, combined with the fact 
that many of the Palestinians 
fled beyond the borders of the 
old British mandate, meant that 
Jews were still a large majority 
overall even when Israel con- 
quered all the remaining lands 
of former Palestine in the 1967 
war. For a long time, the “de- 
mographic question” did not 
trouble Israelis much. 

There were still far fewer 
Palestinians in the late 1980s, 
when Yasser Arafat persuaded 
the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation to adopt the goal of 
a Palestinian state within the 
West Bank, the Gaza Strip and 
East Jerusalem (which is con- 
siderably less than it was given 
under the UN partition plan of 
1 947). That led to the era of the 
“peace process,” but for various 
reasons (and with much blame 
on both sides ) the negotiations 
never succeeded. 

Now the Palestinians are 
within sight of becoming a ma- 
jority in the whole of the terri- 


tory between the Jordan and the 
sea, and some of them are start- 
ing to abandon that compromise 
goal. Let us have a single demo- 
cratic state in all of these lands, 
they say, and we don’t mind if 
Israel never returns to its 1 967 
borders. 

We will just demand our 
equal democratic rights within 
this larger country that includes 
all the land now controlled by 
Israel, and our votes will change 
Israel from a “Jewish democ- 
racy” to a multi-ethnic, post-Zi- 
onist democratic state. (Hamas, 
which controls the Gaza Strip, 
has already adopted this strat- 
egy-) 

That is the spectre that haunts 
Ehud Olmert and every other 
thinking Israeli. If you cannot 
make the two-state solution 
work, then you get the one- state 
solution, and Palestinians will 
soon be a majority within the 
borders of that single state. 

Israel has the military power 
to deny the vote to Palestinians 
in the “occupied territories” in- 
definitely, but in that case it will 
look more and more like apart- 
heid-era South Africa, with the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
as its Bantustans. Even its 
American supporters will turn 
away in the end, and it will, as 
Olmert put it, be “finished.” 

That would not happen next 
year, or even in five or ten years, 
but the possibility is now per- 
manently on the table. Even on 
the right, many Israelis are con- 
cluding that a Palestinian state 
is essential to the long-term sur- 
vival of a Jewish state — but 
many others still think that a 
two-state deal is either undesir- 
able or impossible, and hope 
that the current round of peace 
talks fails. 

They will probably not be dis- 
appointed, for Olmert’ s cabinet 
would collapse if he made any 
major concessions on Jerusa- 
lem or Palestinian refugees in 
the talks. His negotiating part- 
ner, Mahmoud Abbas, only con- 
trols half of the Palestinian 
population in the occupied ter- 
ritories. Eighty-three percent of 
Israelis think there will be no 
peace deal in the next year, and 
expectations among Palestin- 
ians are even lower. But the 
question is as valid as ever: “If 
not now, when?”

Dangerous man detained after 
five hour barricade 


An individual who locked him- 
self inside a neighbour’s house 
with his pet pit-bull dog to avoid 
imminent arrest was detained af- 
ter more than five hours’ police 
stakeout. 

Described by officials and 
neighbour’s as being ‘compli- 
cated’ and ‘dangerous’, 22-year- 
old Paulo Carocho was notorious 
in his neighborhood, a social ur- 
banization that is home to some 
two thousand people. 

A police arrest warrant had al- 
ready been issued for the man’s 
capture, following charges of car- 
jacking, robbery, aggression and 
muggings. 

It was around llhOO when 
Paulo burst into a neighbour’s 
home, panicking and claiming he 
was in trouble and needed to hide 


from police. His 17-year-old 
neighbour Claudia Silva was 
sleeping with her baby son at the 
time, and let the man take refuge 
in one of the rooms. 

“I let him stay because we are 
friends, but then I got scared and 
left”, she told reporters. 

Upon leaving her house she was 
faced with police and an arrest 
warrant for her friend. 

A routine patrol unit with four 
officers inside had spotted the 
suspect earlier that morning. 
Upon attempting to approach him 
and arrest him, he managed to es- 
cape, but with a handcuff tied to 
his wrist. 

It was then that he took refuge 
in neighbour Claudia’s home at 
around 1 IhOO, with his dog, after 
climbing inthroughabackwindow.

of the neighborhood was cut off, 
with residents being forbidden 
from leaving or entering the scene .

Two police officers were in- 
jured during the stakeout after 
being assaulted by Paulo’s 36- 
year-old brother, a 26-year-old 
neighbour, and her 49-year-old fa- 
ther, who tried to impede the sus- 
pect’ s arrest. 

All three were detained and 
also had police records.

This year’s guest 
speaker, Dr Antonio Pina, President of the Algarve Regional Tourist Board, 
gave a talk on Golf and Residential Tourism to an audience of over seventy 
Chamber members and guests. 


Simon Perks, Chamber Al- 
garve Director, welcomed the 
guests during the drinks’ recep- 
tion and outlined the coming 
events for 200 8.

Algarve’s needy receive food for Christmas 


Some eight thousand of the 
Algarve’s poorest residents, 
including needy families and 
the elderly, were given food 
packets for Christmas cour- 
tesy of the Portuguese Food 
Bank, distributed by 1.200 
volunteers of all ages. 

From east to west, more 
than 108 thousand tonnes of 
food was distributed around 
the 16 municipalities, in a 
good-will gesture that took 


one whole weekend to com- 
plete. 

According to a proud 
Adriano Pimpao, president of 
the institute’s Algarve branch, 
“the number of products do- 
nated means distribution has 
risen by 40 per cent”, which in 
his opinion shows the generos- 
ity and concern of the local 
population. This was distrib- 
uted amongst 46 regional insti- 
tutions and associations that 


have a protocol with the Food 
Bank, many of which are chari- 
table institutions. 

Despite a lack of statistics to 
determine the current number 
of poor and needy in the Al- 
garve, Adriano Pimpao believes 
there is a new niche for needy 
people in the middle-class mar- 
ket, “individuals that never 
thought they would be without 
money to buy food, but due to 
over- exp ending credit they fin- 


ish off in financial difficulties 
and are also in need”. 

On a national scale, food 
products are gathered in Lis- 
bon, Oporto, Coimbra, Evora, 
Aveiro, Abrantes, S. Miguel 
(Azores), Setubal, Cova da 
Beira, Leiria-Fatima, Algarve 
andPortalegre. 

At present there are ap- 
proximately 17.700 volun- 
teers working for the Food 
Bank, which has 13 ware- 
houses and main distribution 
points. 


Three boats destroyed in Marina blaze 

On Monday night three vessels docked In Albufelra’s marina were completely destroyed when a fire of 
unknown origins broke out. 



Y oungsters playing football on 
an adj acent field raised the alarm 
at around 20h30, and informed 
the local firebrigade. 

Of the three vessels, one seven- 
metre recreational boat and two 
smaller Marina support boats, 
none could be saved, the overall 
cost of the damage not yet having 


been assessed. 

Also yet to be determined are the 
causes of the fire. Despite not con- 
frrrning it, Marina officials have not 
put aside the possibility of crimi- 
nal involvement. PJ police are also 
carrying out investigations. 

A case spokesperson said, 
“The only indication we have is 


thatthe fire didnot start in the larger 
boaf ’, adding that this is not a “nor- 
mal” or “straightforward” case, 
and that everything is still being 
analysed. 

Video footage from surveil- 
lance cameras has already been 
scrutinised by authorities whilst 
other pieces of information and 


evidence are still being gathered. 

Named the ‘Mare Nostrum’, 
the largest of the three boats was 
owned by a Portuguese proprie- 
tor and used for recreational deep- 
sea fishing trips. 

The other two were smaller, 
open-top boats, docked and at the 
disposal of Marina workers.

Thursday November 29^^, 
however, was different. Twenty 
four representatives, of diverse 
nationalities - Portuguese, Ger- 
man, Dutch, Brazilian and Eng- 
lish - came together for a din- 
ner meeting at the Juncalinho 
restaurant, Almancil to discuss 
the problems now facing the fu- 
ture of horse riding in the Al- 
garve. 

Lucie Cabrita, FEP official 
and Level II Instructor and Bev 
Gibbons, BHS Int.regd -both 
holding the International Pass- 
port for Equestrian qualifica- 
tions - managed to mobilize, in 
just two days, members of the 
riding fraternity most concerned 
at recent events. 

There are some 30 stables in 
the Algarve, many with a spe- 
cialisation whether in show 
jumping, dressage training, 
teaching able bodied or disa- 
bled, or, in tourism. Many rid- 
ers trained in the Algarve have 
gone on to national and interna- 
tional competition. 

A number of these centres 
have recently been visited by 
ASAE and, as a result, two 
Almancil stable owners felt that 
there was a need for all the cen- 
tres to get together and look at 
the laws affecting them and to 
“exchange notes” on what the 
ASAE inspectors are now look- 
ing for. 

Two centres did not have com- 
plaints books - but only one was 


fined. Another was ticked off for 
not having a price list in Portu- 
guese (their market is princi- 
pally with tourists). One centre, 
Pinetrees, was suspended from 
operating from November 15* 
until certain pieces of paper 
could be obtained. 

This was the only centre sus- 
pended, but perhaps, says 
Beverley, because she voiced 
her annoyance at them not hav- 
ing made an appointment and for 
harassing her staff 

Ignorance of the law is no ex- 
cuse, as they say, for any of us. 
However, living in Portugal it 
can be difficult to find out about 
laws unless, of course, you en- 
joy reading the “Diario da 
Repiiblica” where all the laws 
are published, or you read about 
them in some of our excellent 
English newspapers. It is an- 
other thing to interpret the laws 
and their application. Anyone in 
business needs to be particularly 
alert at the moment and check 
they have their “house in order” 
since some of these inspections 
sound like a visit from the ‘TIDE 
Police” as in the time of 
Salazar's dictatorship! 

The meeting was construc- 
tive. Lucie presented a synopsis 
on her detailed research on the 
various laws which now affect 
all sporting facilities. 

Many of those present have 
years of experience and training 
but no recognised qualifica- 


tions, and, in order to be “legal” 
itwouldbe necessary to do some 
training courses followed by 
evaluation exams. Unfortu- 
nately, these are all held outside 
the kingdom of the Algarbes, in 
real Portugal, and it is difficult 
for those working in business to 
get away. 

Those centres that work more 
in tourism will require specific 
training and exams but it is be- 
lieved that these will enhance 


the service provided, ensuring a 
safer riding environment and 
contributing to the image of the 
Algarve as a holiday destination 
with quality sporting and leisure 
facilities. 

The main point of the meet- 
ing was to create enough inter- 
est, and clout, that these exams 
could be brought to the Algarve, 
thus improving the quality in the 
centres and allowing them to 
continue and move forward.

While Brits may be known for 
their love of toilet humour, many 
of us are remarkably squeamish 
about our personal bowel move- 
ments. Even talking about going 
to the loo is dressedup in euphe- 
misms like ‘going to the bath- 
room’ or ‘powdering our nose’. 

But overeoming our embar- 
rassment and inhibition about 
our bowels and being more in- 
formed about what we produee 
eould provide us with an early 
warning about health problems, 
according to expert Dr Anish 
Sheth. 

Sheth, a gastroenterology fel- 
low at America’ s Y ale University, 
is co-author of The Book Of Poo, 
a new book which humourously, 
but informatively lifts the lid on 
the working of our bowels. 

He says: “Around the world 
we use a lot of humour and euphe- 
mism to describe what is a basic 
human function. Y et while some 
people love talking about it and 
others hate it, defecation is some- 
thing we all have to do. 

“We ’ ve used a mix of humour 
and science to make a serious 
point that bowel movements can 
be a valuable pointer to our gen- 
eral health and give us early warn- 
ing of any problems we might 


have.” 

He points out that our diet - 
which should include high fibre 
foods and fluid intake - is key to 
the health of our digestive sys- 
tem, which impacts directly on 
the workings of the bowel. 

The book gives a guide to the 
different types of faeces and 
what it can reveal and Sheth says : 
“Keeping a healthy bowel - with 
regular movements to help clean 
out our system - helps make us 
feel better generally. Being aware 
of our bowel movements and 
what stools show us can alert us 
to symptoms of illness from irri- 
table bowel syndrome to colon 
cancer.” 

So peering into that bowl oc- 
casionally could be a good idea, 
and his ‘ spotter’ s guide to stools ’ 
may help. 

SYMPTOMS FOR 
CONCERN 

: : Blood in the stool. There are 
many benign causes of blood in 
the toilet bowl, such as haemor- 
rhoids (piles), diverticulosis 
(weakness in the colon), abnor- 
mal blood vessels that have a ten- 
dency to bleed, or even a trivial 
reason like overwiping. 

Sheth says: “Before overre- 
acting, keep in mind what hap-

pens when you put only a few 
drops of food eolouring into a 
bueket of water. It spreads and 
may appear to be a larger quan- 
tity than it aetually is. However, 
the most feared eause of blood in 
the stool is eolon eaneer. Due to 
the seriousness of this illness, 
any new sighting of reddish stool 
or blood-tinged toilet water 
should always be followed by a 
visit to the doetor.” 

In most eases a eolonoseopy 
would be performed to investi- 


gate the interior of the gastro-in- 
testinal traet and try and identify 
the souree of the bleeding. 

: : A dramatie change in the col- 
our of stool, which may be thick, 
sticky and smelly, to either black 
or red can be the first indication 
of serious gastro-intestinal bleed- 
ing possibly coming from the 
stomach. You should seek medi- 
cal advice. 

: : Persistent rectal discomfort 
whenever you open your bowels 
can be a sign of an anal fissure. An

bowel movement feel as if you are 
passing razor blades. Treatment 
can include stool-softening agents, 
andpain relieving ointments. 

: : There are two components 
of stool that cause it to hover on 
the surface of toilet water - gas 
and fat. “Sometimes this is due 
to having eaten spicy food the 
day before but a foul-smelling, 
floating, greasy stool can be a 
worry,” warns Sheth. 

The latter often reflects an 
underlying problem in the gut, 
most commonly involving the 
pancreas or the liver. The pan- 
creas, liver and gall bladder nor- 
mally team up to help the body 
digest the fat we consume. When 
these organs become diseased, 
dietary fat passes through our gut 
largely undigested and results in 
the formation of floating ‘oil 
slick’ stool. 

FACTBOX 

:: What is poo made of? Ten 
parts water, one part bacteria, 
one part indigestible fibre, and 
one part mixture of fat, protein, 
dead cells and mucus. 

: : The amount of stool expelled 
per day varies from country to 
country. For instance. South 
Asians unload nearly three times 
as much poo as their British coun- 
terparts. This difference is 
largely due to the higher fibre con- 
tent in the average Indian diet. 

:: The average weight of stool 
excreted a day is 450 grams. 

:: Why is poo brown? Blood 


cells only live for around three 
months and are destroyed in the 
spleen. When that happens an 
orange yellow substance called 
bilirubin is released. This com- 
bines with iron and waste matter 
in the intestines and helps pro- 
duce the chocolate brown colour. 
HEALTH TIPS 

Dr Anish Sheth says: “The 
two most important things you 
can do to help your bowel and gut 
stay healthy and avoid constipa- 
tion is to have enough fibre in your 
diet and to drink enough water, 
around two litres a day. 

“Eat high fibre foods - includ- 
ing those with the highest fibre 
content: whole grains, vegetables 
such as peas, artichokes, brussels 
sprouts and turnips and fruits 
such as pears, figs and blueber- 
ries. Also include legumes like 
lentils and black beans, and nuts 
such as almonds and pistachios 
in your diet.” 

The British Nutrition Foun- 
dation recommends adults con- 
sume 1 8 grams of fibre per day. 
TOILETTALK 

:: Studies have revealed a wide 
variation in the number of times 
healthy people open their bow- 
els. The current accepted range 
for ‘normal’ is from three bowel 
movements a day to three bowel 
movements per week. 

: : At least four million Britons 
suffer from debilitating toilet 
phobias and most are too embar- 
rassed to seek help, according to 


the National Phobics Society. 

The NPS, which works with 
people affected by anxiety dis- 
orders, has classified the ‘ secret’ 
problem of toilet phobia as an 
anxiety condition in its own right. 

Toilet phobias range from a 


mild dislike of public loos to ob- 
sessions where sufferers refuse 
to leave their homes or even un- 
dergo potentially life-saving 
medical examinations, see:

A few miles south-west of its rather more exotic neighbour 
Mustique, tiny Canouan may be at last ready to shrug off its image 
as the ‘forgotten island’ of the southern Caribbean.

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Canouan golf course - but views 
aeross the Caribbean were so 
stunningly beautiful that 1 found 
it rather hard to eoneentrate on 
my shots. 

The island has one of the 
world’s most speetaeular golf 
eourses in the world - the eham- 
pionship standard 6, 49 5 -yard 
Trump International, with a 
360-degree view aeross the Car- 
ibbean and Atlantie from the sig- 
nature 840-foot-high 13th hole. 

If your efforts on the green 
leave you hungry, you’ll be 
spoilt for ehoiee. A short buggy 
ride away from the hotel, and 
right on the beaeh, is the Re- 
sort’s Jambu’s all-day restau- 
rant, with its Latin and Japanese 
influeneed cuisine, and a bar 
whieh serves the Caribbean’s 
largest Martini menu.

The speetaeular island now 
offers everything that most visi- 
tors eould possibly want - thanks 
to Swiss-Italian banker Antonio 
Saladino and Ameriean busi- 
nessman Donald Trump, who 
have ensured there is plenty to 
do ashore and afloat, as well as 
simply soaking up the sun.

Shorter-term, and less well- 
off, visitors ean wallow in top- 
of-the-range faeilities on the 
300-aere, five-star Raffles Re- 
sort instead, and the smaller 


T amarind Beaeh Hotel & Y aeht 
Club, with both offering superb 
world euisine at various gourmet 
restaurants. Raffles Resort 
Canouan Island eomplex - the 
luxury hotel group’s first in the 
western hemisphere - opened in 
August 2004. 

An amphitheatre shaped, 
palm tree setting overlooking 
sheltered Carenage Bay, it holds 
156 dramatieally deeorated and 
stylishly furnished 1-4 bed- 
rooms suites and villas, with gar- 
den, oeean or golf eourse views. 

If you ean drag yourself away 
from the hotel’s gorgeous con- 
fines, there’s plenty to see and 
do nearby. 

We took a high-speed motor- 
boat aeross erystal elear waters 
to Tobago Keys, just 40 minutes 
away. Beeause our visit was in

evated Villa Monte Carlo - again 
with spectacular sea views - 
where, after dining on exquisite 
European gourmet dishes in the 
La Varenne restaurant, guests 
can try their luck in the adj acant 
Tmmp Club Privee gaming room. 

All this, when it was only a 
few years ago, that Canouan - 
1 00 miles from Barbados - was 
largely by-passed by interna- 
tional tourism and the yachting 
fraternity. 

While nearby Mustique built 
a reputation as a haven for the in- 
ternational glitterati, Canouan’ s 
islanders supported themselves 
by fishing for barracuda, tuna and 
red snapper, catching lobsters 
and crabs, and growing fruit and 
vegetables. 

Even now, Canouan boats 
bring home large catches of sea- 
food, which find their way to the 
tables of the island restaurants - 
and locals are still called to the 
fish market with the sound of a 
blown conch shell. 

With many young people 
leaving to find work on other is- 
lands, Canouan’ s population 
dwindled to under 500. But in 
1990, Antonio Saladino took a 
99 year lease on 1 ,200 acres, two 
thirds, of the island. The local 
story goes that he was unable to 
build on Mustique and saw the 
potential of unspoiled Canouan 
just a few miles across the Car- 
ibbean.

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punch bag - and also offers ten- 
nis, yoga, mountain biking and 
power walking, and sea sports 
including windsurfing, sailing 
diving and snorkelling. 

While youngsters are occu- 
pied in their own Sugar Plum 
Club, parents can de-stress in the 
Raffles Amrita Spa - with 1 0 se- 
cluded, thatched cliffside treat- 
ment rooms overlooking the sea 
and reached from the beach by 
an electric funicular lift. 

Just offshore are two further 
thatched treatment rooms that 
can only be reached by boat. 
They have glass floors to enable 
clients to spot the sea life while 
being massaged and pampered. 

A spired 19th century stone 
church at the heart of the Raffles 
Resort is all that is left of the 
original site of the island’ s main 
settlement, Charlestown.

The real highlight of any 
holiay here, however, lies just 
20-minutes offshore - the chance 
to snorkel among sea turtles in 
the turquoise waters of the un- 
inhabited islands of Tobago 
Cays. 

Encircled by a horsehoe 
shaped reef, the Cays - now a 
wildlife reserve - have clear wa- 
ters which abound with sea life 
and corals. And there is even the 
chance of wading ashore to ex- 


perience a Robinson Crusoe mo- 
ment, as the only person on a 
tiny desert island.

Read 
into that what you will. 

He also states they have been 
preparing for the new law for 
months. As it was only passed 
in August, and as most establish- 
ments were only informed of its 
full implications in a HISA pub- 
lication in October I would hardly 
eall this plenty of time to pre- 
pare. 

If, rather than posturing on the 
subjeet Snr. Hoenesto wanted to 
do some work for the business’ 
he is supposed to represent, he 
could try gleaning from the gov- 
ernment exaetly what kind of 
smoke filter/extraetion system 
those of us who wish to remain 
smoking will need. Neither the 
information from HISA, any 
newspaper artiele on the subj eet, 
or indeed suppliers of sueh 
equipment appear to have any 


idea what is needed, and as I write 
we are just over three weeks 
away from this new law being 
implemented! This is our 
“months to prepare” then Snr. 
Hoenesto? I suggest he works a 
little harder at representing us, 
and a little less at sucking up to 
the government.

However, in too 
many instanees the Portuguese 
driver ‘dares you’ by speeding 
up. This is beeause, if he hits you 
he ean attempt the one defenee 
that eould save him - ‘I was driv- 
ing within the speed limit and still 


had insuffieient distanee within 
whieh to brake before the pedes- 
trian’ s sudden appearanee.’ He 
wasn’t, but try proving it, espe- 
cially since, as we all know, these 
erossings are notoriously ob- 
scured (‘whites’ blaekenei ears 
parked right up to them and in- 
deed - but illegally - aeross them).

Matriculation an acceptable 
solution? 

SIR, I, like many ex pats from 
all European countries are held to 
ransom by Portugal’ s insistence 
that having brought our tax paid 
for cars (in my case the UK) to 
this country, we are again made 
to pay a second tax (matricula- 
tion) to keep our cars legal. This 
practice as we are all aware is both 
illegal and most unfair as the Por- 
tuguese authorities are appar- 
ently happy to pay their fines as 
long as the monies collected by 
this illegal practice exceed fines 
paid. All this does is make own- 
ers of non matriculated cars try 
to keep below the GNR radar 
even though our cars, certainly in 
my case are fully insured and fUlly 
tested and taxed.

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Keeping childcare safe 

■ In a case described in court as “every parent’s nightmare”, a 

registered chiidminder was iast week convicted of shaking an 1 1 - 
month-oid baby to death. We iook at how parents can choose the 
best of chiidminders and be as sure as possibie their chiid is safe. 


It’s not easy for any parent 
to leave their young child with 
someone else while they work. 

And to hear that a 
childminder shook a baby in 
her care to death will have 
raised extra concerns for un- 
told numbers of parents. 

In a case described in court 
as “every parent’ s nightmare”, 
registered childminder Keran 
Henderson was found guilty of 
shaking 11 -month-old Maeve 
Sheppard to death. 

But although the case is wor- 
rying, many parents have no 
choice but to use childcare 
while they work, and 
childminding is a popular op- 
tion - the total number of 
places available in England 
alone last year was 272,600. 

Alison Garnham, joint chief 
executive of the childcare 
charity Daycare Trust, says: 
“The death of Maeve Sheppard 
is an appalling tragedy, but an 
exceptional one. 

“Parents should be reas- 
sured that the overwhelming 
majority of childminders do an 
excellentjob, and the 200,000- 
plus children in their care are 
safe, happy and well cared- 
for.” 

In the UK, childminders 
have to undergo a series of 
checks before they can be reg- 
istered with Ofsted to care for 
children aged under eight. If a 
childminder looks after chil- 
dren without being registered, 
they face prosecution - unless 


they are a close relative of the 
children in their care, or in- 
cluded in one of several other 
exclusion categories such as 
foster parents. 

Garnham adds: “All UK 
registered childcare settings - 
childminders as well as nurs- 
eries - are subject to a rigor- 
ous system of checks by 
Ofsted to ensure their ratio of 
staff to children is appropri- 
ate, and that they’re offering 
an environment which ensures 
that children are safe and 
happy. 

“While every parent and 
childcare provider will feel the 
greatest sympathy with the 
Sheppard family, parents have 
every reason to feel confident 
that their children are safe in 
childcare.” 

In the UK, Ofsted looks at 1 4 
national standards for 
childminding, which include 
childminders completing a 
pre-registration course and 
training in first aid for babies 
and young children, and carry- 
ing out changes to their 
premises recommended by 
Ofsted. 

Andrew Fletcher of the UK 
National Childminding Asso- 
ciation says: “It’s about more 
than just keeping children safe 
- it’s about their cognitive de- 
velopment as well. 

“Registration looks at 
whether the childminder is a 
suitable person for the job, and 
at learning, playing and devel- 


opmental outcomes for the 
child.” 

There are other checks such 
as a Criminal Records Bureau 
check, and a visit from an Ofsted 
inspector to ascertain the suit- 
ability of both the childminder 
and their premises. 

After registration, inspec- 
tion visits are carried out at 
least once every three years, 
“with a minimum of notice”. 

Fletcher says: “It’s an ongo- 
ing process, and as well as 
keeping children safe, it dem- 
onstrates to parents that the 
setting and the childminder are 
of quality.” 

He advises parents looking 
for childminders in the UK to 
get a list of them from their lo- 
cal authority Children’s Infor- 
mation Service, make a 
shortlist and initially ring those 
on the list to ask questions im- 
portant to them, such as, ‘Are 
the children cared for of mixed 
ages or not?’ ‘Does the 
childminder provide meals?’ 
and so on. Then visit their home 
to have a chat and look round, 
before making a decision. 

Fletcher adds: “Whatever 
the decision, always remember 
that the vast majority of 
childminders provide an ex- 
tremely safe and stimulating 
environment for children.”

Ask the expert 

Q: “Could my five-year-old son’s bad behaviour be 


linked to the fact that I drank 
pregnant with him?” 

A: Brian D’Onofrio, an as- 
sistant professor at Indiana 
University in the U S A, has car- 
ried out research into women 
drinking during pregnancy and 
conduct problems in their chil- 
dren. 

He says: “It’s impossible to 
know for several reasons. First, 
the only certain scientific 
method for determining if 
drinking during pregnancy in- 
creases risk for conduct prob- 
lems in children is ethically un- 
thinkable - no-one would ran- 
domly assign some pregnant 
women to drink and others to 


alcohol when I was 


abstain. Our study strongly 
supports the inference that 
drinking during pregnancy in- 
creases risk for conduct prob- 
lems, but it doesn’t prove it. 

“Second, studies can only 
identify factors that increase 
risk for bad outcomes in the 
population as a whole. At this 
point, one can’t be certain that 
drinking during pregnancy 
played a role in the problems 
of any specific child, unless the 
drinking is quite severe (Fetal 
Alcohol Syndrome). 

“The findings of our study 
clearly suggest that it would be

best for pregnant women not to 
drink, to decrease the odds for 
conduct problems and other bad 
outcomes in their children. The 
results tell us nothing about the 
causes of conduct problems in 
any particular child, however. 

“Moreover, feeling guilty 


about your possible contribu- 
tion to your children’s prob- 
lems is never helpful. Rather, 
parents with concerns about 
the behaviour of their children 
can play a constructive role by 
seeking mental health services 
for them.”

Even if you’re looking for- 
ward to the invasion of friends 
and family at Christmas, you’re 
lucky if their imminent arrival 
doesn’t trigger a panic pang of, 
‘Where am I going to put eve- 
ryone and all the extra stuff 
they’ll bring with them?’

TIPS 

:: Choose dual purpose fur- 
niture like sofa beds or trunks 
that double as coffee tables. 

:: A dress rail isn’t just for 
Christmas but makes itself use- 
ful when the visitors have gone 
home. It’s far less bulky than a 
traditional wooden wardrobe. 

: : A neat box-pleated balance 
makes a bed look tidy and with 
the addition of a few pockets 
stitched on, can give great 
hidey-holes for shoes, books, 
newspapers. 

:: Don’t clutter up a room 
with a large table, instead have 
a large sheet of MDF or ply- 
wood which can be laid over the 
top of a compact table to give 
you a bigger surface. Simply 
cover with a pretty cloth to dis- 
guise it.

Decorative timber mouidings for interiors, such as picture raiis, 
skirting boards and dado raiis, are known as architecturai 
mouidings. 


Decorative timber mould- 
ings for interiors, such as pic- 
ture rails, skirting boards and 
dado rails, are known as archi- 
tectural mouldings. 

They are most commonly 
associated with period prop- 
erties in the UK - many Victo- 
rian and Edwardian homes hav- 
ing higher, more elaborate 
skirting boards than modern 
homes, for example - and pic- 
ture rails were once, as the 
name suggests, used to hang 
pictures from. 

Some people still do this, 
rather than having the picture 


hung on a hook nailed to the 
wall. 

If you’ve got a period home 
and some of the architectural 
mouldings have been removed 
and you want to restore them 
- a common problem in flat 
conversions - or you want to 
add some of these features to 
a more modern home, it’s 
fairly straightforward to do. 

As with any DIY, it’s vital 
to measure carefully and then 
measure again to establish 
how many lengths of mould- 
ings you need. 

It’s obviously better to have 


too much than too little and 
it’s wise to allow a little ex- 
tra for mistakes. If you’re buy- 
ing mouldings to go all around 
a room, such as skirting 
boards, divide the perimeter 
of the room by the length of the 
moulding, then round up to the 
next whole number. 

Once you’ve bought the 
mouldings, store them in the 
room where they’ll be used 
and leave them there for a few 
days before fixing them, so 
they’re acclimatised. 

Before you start, remember 
to check for electric cables 


buried in the wall. Carefully 
scan the wall with a cable de- 
tector and if you find any, 
mark them on the wall. 

Drilling or banging nails 
into cables is obviously ex- 
tremely dangerous, so don’t 
take any risks. Also remember 
to treat the backs of the 
mouldings before fixing them, 
particularly if they’ll be on an 
external wall. 

Paint the backs with varnish 
or wood primer and ensure 
this is dry before fixing them. 

Skirting boards 

To remove an existing skirt- 
ing board, cut along the top 
with a craft knife to break the 
seal between the wallpaper or 
paint on the wall and the board 
itself. Next, being careful not 
to damage the wall as you do 
so, prise the skirting off using 
a chisel or crowbar. 

Y ou may find it easier to use 
a wide-bladed bolster chisel 
first and then a crowbar when 
you have more leverage. It can 
help to put wooden wedges in 


the gap you’ve created, so the 
skirting is held away from the 
wall. 

Cut the new skirting boards 
to size using a jigsaw or hand- 
saw. Fix them to the walls us- 
ing Rawlplugs and screws if a 
wall’s solid, or oval wire nails 
if a wall’s a stud one, counter- 
sinking for a neat finish. 

Skirtings in period properties 
are sometimes nailed to timber 
blocks called grounds, which 
are then nailed to the wall. If 
this is the case with yours, fix 
the new skirtings in the same 
way, ensuring you punch the 
nail heads in, or countersink the 
screws if you’re using them in- 
stead. 

If you have walls that are long 
enough to require two or more 
lengths of skirting, you need to 
join them as seamlessly as pos- 
sible and preferably in an in- 
conspicuous place, such as be- 
hind a piece of furniture. 

To join two boards, cut a 
4 5 degree mitre at the end that ’ s 
going to form the join and, with 
the square-cut end in the cor- 
ner, fix onto the wall. 



Now cut a 45 degree mitre, 
facing the other way, on one end 
of the adjoining skirting, ensur- 
ing that the mitres fit together 
well. 

Mitre cuts can be tricky. Cut 
the other end of the second 
skirting square to fit the corner, 
apply wood glue to both mitre 
joins and fix the second skirt- 
ing to the wall, making sure that 
the mitres remain a good fit. 

Fill all the screw heads be- 
fore painting the new skirting 
boards. Also fill the joins be- 
tween two boards and the join 
between the top of each skirt- 
ing and the wall, ensuring you 
use flexible filler. If you don’t, 
your finish will soon look pretty 
ropey.

Q: How do I do comers 
with skirting boards? 

A: Fay a length of skirt- 
ing board on the floor, pro- 
file side up. Put an offcut of 
skirting vertically on one 
end, lining up the top and 
bottom of the two boards 
exaetly , and mark round the 
profile of the offeut. Now 
use a eoping saw to eut 
round the line you’ve 
marked. The seeond wall 
should be finished off with 
a square-ended board. 

As before, seribe the end 
of the first length on the 
third wall and eontinue this 
sequence to finish off the 
fourth wall. For external 
comers, cut mitre joins to fit 
around the eomers and then 
glue and pin the mitred ends 
in plaee.

This small tree provides a 
boost to northern gardens in au- 
tumn and winter when it is 
adorned with huge white ber- 
ries. It grows up to 8m high if 
left uneheeked and has dark 
green leaves with unusual 


flowers, whieh are pink, while 
the berries are initially pink 
and then ripen to white. (See 
photo inset.) They will last into 
the winter and birds don’t seem 
quite as interested in these ber- 
ries as they are in the berries 


of many other sorbus trees. 

Sorbus are easy to grow and 
not fussy about the soil. They 
thrive in sun or partial shade 
and are seen frequently in the 
Serra da Estrela mountain re- 
gion. 


Gardens are very personal 
ereations and therefore no two 
are alike as they all refleet their 
owners’ ideas. Many garden- 
ers look for plants that harmo- 
nise one with another, others 
prefer plants with seented 
flowers. Many think of the 
wildlife that they might attraet, 
while others have gardens 
whieh are low maintenanee or 
require little watering. 

Jasminum polyanthum 
and J. grandiflora are prob- 
ably two of the most fragrant 
elimbers to enhanee our gar- 
dens with their seent perme- 
ating throughout. Both are 
very strong growing twining 
plants. J. polyanthum grows 
to a height of 3m and blooms 
from late winter through to the 
summer having elusters of 
white flowers that are pre-

eeded by pinkish buds. On the 
other hand J. grandiflora that is 
also known as J. offieinale grows 
up to 12m and has pure white 
flowers that are borne slightly 
later in the year. The former will 
tolerate temperatures down to 
0°C whereas the latter will stand 
them as low as -5°C. They are 
both native to Asian eountries 
and grow in a well drained fer- 
tile soil mixture in full sun or 
partial shade. They are ideal for 
twining up trees but one word of 
warning. They do have to be kept 
in eheck as they layer easily and 
if not eontrolled would soon take 
root throughout a large propor- 
tion of the garden. 

Felicia amelloides also 
known as the Blue Daisy has one 
of the prettiest pale blue flowers 
available. It grows to an approxi- 
mate spread and height of 30 to 


60em. A bushy shrub it bears 
its delightful flowers for many 
months of the year. These 
eome in groups and therefore 
it is usually possible to eut the 
dead heads off with elippers 
before the next flush. Native 
to South Afriea it needs a well 
drained soil in full sun. To pro- 
duee a more bushy plant nip 
out the young growing points 
two or three times. Water on a 
regular basis and give a bal- 
aneed liquid fertiliser every 
three to four weeks during the 
aetive growing and flowering 
period. If a frost is predieted it 
should be proteeted. It is in- 
elined to beeome rather strag- 
gly and is therefore more usu- 
ally used as an annual, al- 
though it ean sometimes be eut 
baek hard to make it bush out 
again.

They are a staple of winter, eonjuring images of steaming 
leek and potato soup, leeks wrapped in ham or baked in the 
oven topped with juiey tomatoes and grated eheese. And they 
are very easy to grow, either in eontainers or raised vegetable 
beds. Also, they are perfeetly happy being left in the ground 
until you need them. 

Sow the first seeds in a seedbed. If you want them in your 
borders, sow them in small pots or modular trays, keeping them 
eool, but frost-free. 

Within a few weeks plants raised inside ean be hardened off 
andprieked out to grow on. before planting them out into their 
final position, dropping eaeh plant into a hole made with a 
dibber. The deeper the hole, the longer the blanehed stem will 
be, but make sure some leaves are above soil level. Fill each 
hole with water to settle the plants in and don’t worry if they 
droop initially because they will pick up again. 

Good varieties include ‘Autumn Mammoth 3 Snowstar’ and 
the baby leek ‘King Richard’, which can be grown in pots.

I 
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No time to shop? That’s no excuse 


Getting home late and grabbing a takeaway night after night? You might think you don’t have 
time to shop, cook or even eat, but according to Gary Rhodes and his new book Time To Eat, you 
can make a masterpiece in minutes out of nearly nothing. 


After a long day at work you 
might wish for little more than a 
glass of wine, a rerun of 
Eastenders and a Chinese takea- 
way to take the edge off the trials 
and tribulations of life. But eeleb- 
rity chef Gary Rhodes doesn’t 
care how awful your day, your 
week or even youryear has been. 

As far as he’s concerned, 
you’ve no excuse to order that 
takeaway, not when recipes in 
his new cookbook. Time To Eat, 
can feed you in less time than it 
takes to pick up the phone and 
utter the words, ‘Chow mein’. 

“As a nation, we’re working 
longer later hours,” explains 
Gary, as famous for his spiky 
80s locks (now a little greyer and 
shorter) as his revival of British 
cuisine. “And the last thing you 
want to do after being at work all 
day is cook. Y ou get home, open 
up the fridge door and think. 


‘There’s nothing in here’. But 
you don ’ t realise what ’ s looking 
back saying, ‘Eat me please, here 
lam, cook me’.” 

Taking his own busy schedule 
as inspiration, Gary divided his 
cookbook into time-specific reci- 
pes, ranging from dishes that you 
can knock up without having to 
visit the supermarket to slow- 
cooked lamb. 

“The fridge might look bare, 
but it isn’t - there’s always food 
sitting in there,” says Gary, who 
had his recipes tried and tested by 
a home economist to ensure that 
they could be cooked in the times 
he’d allowed. “I got home one 
evening and my son was stood in 
front of the fridge saying, 
‘There’snothingtoeat,Dad’. So 
I looked in the fridge and saw a 
pack of sausages and some onion. 
‘What are you going to do with 
that?’ he said, as teenagers do.

‘You’d better make something 
tasty’.” 

This being Gary Rhodes, he 
took on the dare and created (with 
a little searching in his dry cup- 
board) sausage bruschettas with 
a dollop of honey and a spoonful 
of mustard grain. They were a 
winner with his son, and provided 
the first recipe for Time To Eat. 

Coming up with fun alterna- 
tives to much-loved British reci- 
pes has made Gary famous all 
over the world, but it was a near- 
death experience that really gave 
the chef(who now boasts restau- 
rants in the UK, Spain and Dubai) 
the drive to spend his life in the 
kitchen. 

“I was in Amsterdam a few 
weeks after leaving college and I 
was running for a tram,” explains 
Gary, who went to work for the 
Amsterdam Hilton Hotel after 
leaving cooking school. “I ran out 


into the road and, of course, 
looked the wrong way.” 

Gary was hit by a van and spent 
the next eight months in hospi- 
tal. His mother was told that he 
probably wouldn’t survive, but, 
miraculously, he did. 

“I really do believe that I was 
saved for a purpose,” Gary 
says thoughtfully. “If I can give 
something back to this indus- 
try, then I’ve achieved my goal 
in life. It’ s not about coming up 
with endless Michelin stars or 
trying to be here, there and eve- 
rywhere .I’m hoping that I will 
always hold some form of re- 
spect in this industry and that 
Gary Rhodes will be remem- 
bered as somebody who had 
something to offer.”

the garlic, brushing with half the 
butter and seasoning with salt and 
white pepper. Mix the sliced tur- 
nip with the cream, also season- 
ing, before layering half of them 
in the dish. Top with an even 
layer of the prunes and finish 
with the remaining turnip, leav- 
ing it rustic or with a neat finish. 

The pork and dauphinois can 
now be cooked in the oven for 1 5 - 
20 minutes before reducing the 
temperature to 150C/300F/Gas 
2 and continuing to bake for a fur- 
ther 45-50 minutes. Atthis point, 
remove the pork rack from the 
oven and leave to rest. Check the 
dauphinois and if it is still slightly 


firm, cook for a further 15-20 
minutes until it is tender and 
slightly golden. 

While relaxing the pork, drain 
any excess fat from the roasting 
tray. Warm over a medium to hot 
heat, adding the honey. As the 
honey begins to bubble and siz- 
zle, turning to a light caramel, add 
the stock and return to a simmer. 
Cook gently for a few minutes, 
seasoning if needed. Whisk in the 
butter, if using, before straining 
through a fine sieve. 

The pork is now ready to serve 
with a scoop of the turnip and 
prune dauphinois and a drizzle of 
the sweet gravy.

Statistics seem to prove that 
Christmas is a time for accidents — 
both with peopie and ourfourfooted 
friends. 


On looking back over the years 
in our own family we have a few 
events which involved Vets vis- 
its which are, in the UK at any 
rate, the most expensive of the 
year. 

My first Old English Sheepdog 
many, many years ago chose 
Boxing Day to wake up crippled 
whieh involved carrying him, (he 
weighed 8 stone at the time) to 
the car and the Vets. He was di- 
agnosed with arthritis, put on the 
basic drug of the day, now not 
widely used, and put on a striet 
diet! ! I managed to get his weight 
down to half and he lived another 
aetive and happy 4 years on those 
drugs. 

Another time we were out 
walking along the dunes between 
the sea and a river on Boxing 
Day with Lennie and Maisie, 
both of them went in the river. 
Of eourse Lennie (being 
Lennie), was at deaths door 
within a very short spaee of time 
with a dreadful virus transferred 
by seagulls. His Auto Immune 
made this mega dangerous for 
him. Julie drove me off for the 
emergeney visit, Lennie 
sprawled aeross my lap, a limp 
heaving wreek. He went on a 
drip for 24 hour hours ! We later 
heard several dogs had sue- 
eumbed that day. Lennie also 
went into an Addisons Crash on 
New Years Eve 2003, another 
fraught few hours as the Vet 
could not be contaeted. 

The first Christmas Day we 
were here in The Algarve we had 
visitors for dinner who had left our 
gates open, Jess, Julie’ s GSD es- 
eaped and was poisoned, she was 
off to the Vets and on a drip. 

So to a few pieces of adviee to 
avoid some of the problems over 
Christmas. Most of these are 
fairly obvious to us but worth re- 
membering. 

• If you have a real tree keep 
clearing the needles up daily as 
they can get stuck in paws, noses 
and throats. 

• Please avoid having flash- 
ing lights on the tree as these ean 


eause the dog to go into attaek 
mode — on the tree. Also they 
can severely unnerve and frighten 
some dogs. 

• Seeure ALL trailing light 
wires. 

• Deeorate the tree with un- 
breakable baubles — espeeially 
here with our tiled floors. Keep 
tinsel and ribbons up high as that 
can play havoc with the digestive 
system. Don’t put a white angel 
or similar on the top of the tree, 
this is spun glass and if it falls, 
breaks andthey piekany up, it will 
shredthe dogs insides if digested. 

• Aleohol will make your four 
footed friend very sick — please 
remove any glasses with small 
amounts of aleohol in them or you 
may end up with a dog or eat with 
a severe hangover. 

• festive blooms are poison- 
ous — avoid poinsettias (I have 
one in the garden that I will moni- 
tor more closely), holly and mis- 
tletoe — not that I suspeet we ean 
find that down here in the sun! 

• Human ehoeolate is dan- 
gerous, only use doggy choco- 
late. Dried fruit. Sultanas and nuts 
are also not reeommended. 

• Do not let them overeat on 
the left over Christmas dinner — 
I have made this mistake with 
mine before — I regretted it, you 
think you are giving them a treat 
but there digestive system is not 
designed for turkey with all the 
trimmings — well my dogs were 
not anyway and I paid a high price 
— well messy price. 

My best advice I think is to take 
the dogs to a long sandy beach 
and go for a long run — that is my 
idea of the perfect Christmas 
morning and I am sure the four 
footed friends would enjoy that 
far more than a day with Mum in 
the kitehen followed by the fam- 
ily eating whilst the dogs just look 
on!

The Friendly Professionals 


Difficult decisions 


My sign off on all these arti- 
cles probably gives a hint as to 
the type of person I am, or have 
become. Living with Lennie and 
his Auto Immune for most ofhis 
1 4 years taught me to question 
and research absolutely every- 
thing in my quest to get him the 
best of everything that I could 
find him. Our pets cannot speak 
for themselves they need us to 
take that responsibility, the re- 
sponsibility to help them to the 
best of our ability. The internet 
has made all this research easier 
but can sometimes, equally, 
complicate the issue. 

Over the years I have been 
faced with some difficult deci- 
sions. I have to admit it all 
started with Lennie but taught 
me to be single minded. It has 
meant I have had to become, at 
times, insistent that certain 
things happened that may well 
not be the ‘normal ’ way of deal- 
ing with them. But — I have al- 
ways felt I was making the best 
decision for my dog which has 
always been my aim. 

I have listened to the follow- 
ing difficult decision so many 
times and been in the same situ- 
ation myself many times. 
Whether to put an oldie dog (or 
cat but I am a doggy person) 
through surgery or not. It is a 
difficult one and only the indi- 
vidual can make that decision. 
First, obviously is the surgery 
necessary, will it improve the 
quality of life? For instance 
cleaning teeth for the sake of it 
would not be justifiable, to do it 
to make it easier for the dog to 
eat, as my Parents have just 
done, is justifiable, in their case 
it has proved very successful as 
the dog is now eating madly and 
much happier. In the case of 
malignant cancerous growths 
there is little choice to be hon- 
est. If, you choose not to oper- 
ate and remove it, obviously it 
will almost certainly spread and 
fast, cause pain and eventually 
kill the dog in a painful way. If 
you choose surgery you have 
another set of ‘ ifs ’ , however my 
feeling is that IF you chose sur- 
gery and then the dog does not 
survive the operation, the ‘go- 
ing’ was painless and ‘the mo- 
ment had come’. That is not me 
being hard, just that decisions 
are tough at times. 

People that know me, know 
that I have not recovered from 
Lennie’ s loss which was in July 
2005, 1 feel I let him down as I 
could not solve his final prob- 
lems as I had solved his prob- 


lems all his life. Obviously any 
decision must be an informed 
choice. If the surgery option is 
taken it is good to know that 
modem anaesthesia is safe and 
comes with a barrage of moni- 
tors to check absolutely every- 
thing is in order at all times. It is 
advisable to check out anaes- 
thesia on the net or with well in- 
formed friends so that you 
know what questions to ask. 
Pre surgery full blood tests are 
recommended to check all vital 
organs are behaving as they 
should, sometimes scans and 
XRays are also necessary. 
Once all these are done, it is 
clear that the dog is as fit as pos- 
sible for surgery. It is up to us to 
check that all of this is in place 
before committing. However, it 
has to accepted that there is al- 
ways an element of risk with sur- 
gery on any age of animal, not 
just the ‘oldies’. 

Obviously, if it is an emer- 
gency situation, then the 
goalposts are moved, it is a mat- 
ter of life and death which ever 
way you go. I know of several 
aged dogs who have undergone 
surgery against all the age 
guidelines and against some ad- 
vice, they have been lucky 
enough to come out of surgery 
and go on to many more happy 
years. In my own case I would 
prefer to risk the operation to 
improve the quality of my dog ’ s 
life rather than leave the dog to 
suffer pain and degeneration. 
We all have our own determi- 
nation of ‘ quality oflife ’ , loosely 
I read it to mean an enjoyment 
of food and drink, all organs 
functioning and able to be a part 
of the family. We all know ‘the 
look’ when those eyes tell us 
enough is enough. 

There are far too many in- 
stances of my decisions for me 
to put here, you would all be 
bored. But, what they have 
taught me is to take on board all 
the professional advice, then do 
your own research to back up 
any decision you then take. If 
you disagree with the option you 
are offered and want a differ- 
ent answer insist on it. 

Our dogs offer us a lifetime 
unconditional love, we need to 
offer them unconditional care 
well, that is my view and I know 
a lot of you out there share that 
view.

The Museu da Marinha (Navy 
Museum) opened an exhibition 
in commemoration of the 200 
years anniversary of the 
boarding of the Portuguese 
Court to Bahia, Brazil, fleeing 
from the Napoleonic invasions • 
The reigning Prince of Portugal 
D. Joao (future King D. Joao 
VI), before the invaders 
arrived, decided to leave for 
Brazil, then a colony of 
Portugal, with his mother 
Queen D. Maria I. He, and the 
entire court (including servants 
and members of staff of the 
Palace), and some bourgeois 
families who also joined the 
entourage and freighted boats 
deliberately. The solemn 
moment was impressive: on 
27‘^ November 1807, the first 
coaches began to arrive at the 
Quay of Belem.

Midwinter has always 
been a time of mysticism, of 
the need to turn the world 
round from the darkness of 
winter into the warmth of 
spring.

Laughter as Medicine 


In Germany a judge ordered a 
man to stop his outbursts of 
laughter in the woods. Several 
joggers eomplained about his 
praetiee. His squeals of joy dis- 
turbed them on their daily jog. 
Y et, the 54 year old man says this 
daily practice helps him to alle- 
viate stress. The court warned 
that if caught again he could face 
a sentence of six months in jail. 

Most of us would agree that 
the sound ofroaring laughter can 
be far more contagious than any 
cough, sniffle, or sneeze. Humor 
and laughter can cause a domino 
effect of joy and amusement as 
well as set off a number of posi- 
tive physical effects. Medical 
studies have proven that, along 
with bringing joy into our lives, 
laughter strengthens the immune 
system and helps people re- 
cover from illness. It activates 
the chemistry of the will to live 
and increases the capacity to 
fight disease. Laughter has been 
found to help fight infections, 
relieve hay fever, ease pain and 
help control diabetes. One arti- 
cle I studied explained that 
laughing relaxes the body and 
reduces problems associated 
with high blood pressure, 
strokes, arthritis, and ulcers. 
Laughing boosts blood flow by 
20 percent, having a similar eL 
feet to aerobic activity. In con- 
trast, stress decreases the flow 
by about 3 5 percent. According 
to researchers, regular laughter in 
your life could help to reduce 
your risk of developing heart 
disease. Proverbs 17:22 says it 
well. “A cheerful heart is good 


like medicine, but a crushed 
spirit dries up the bones. ” Eve- 
ryone seems to benefit from 
having a good laugh. 

No wonder the Bible is full of 
so many references to the joy of 
the Lord. Nehemiah told his 
workers not to grieve because 
“... thejoyoftheLORDisyour 
strength. ” One year I kept what 
I called a “Joy Journal.” It was a 
devotionaljoumalbasedonPsalm 
16:11. “You have made known 
to me the path of life; you will fill 
me with joy inyourpresence, with 
eternal pleasures at your right 
hand. ” In myjoumal I recorded 
tmths from God’ s Word gleaned 
ffommy daily Biblereading. His 
presence truly brings joy to His 
children. What a marvelous 
theme on which to focus. 

Paul admonished the believ- 
ers in Philippi to “rejoice al- 
ways. ” In fact, this admonition 
in Philippians 4:4 sums up the 
theme of his letter. “Rejoice in 
the Lord always; again I will 
say, rejoice! ’’Paul uses the word 
“rejoice ” seven times and 
“joy ” sevenmore times in these 
four short chapters. While laugh- 
ter may not always be an appro- 
priate response, joy should al- 
ways characterize the life of a 
child of God. The kind of joy 
Paul describes comes from the 
Lord who lives in us, not from 
what is happening around us.

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Outcry at PM ’s 
toll decision 



A new motorway planned to connect Sines 
and Beja, the IPS, was recently presented 
by the Prime Minister and is already 
causing controversy. Representatives of 
the four municipalities through which the 
road will pass are said to be ‘upset’ at 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates’ decision to 
implement user tolls on the future stretch. 


Prime Minister S cerates is to 
offieially open a public concourse 
aimed at recruiting constructors 
and management for the new road 
on Sunday in Beja. 

Also present at the affair will 
be Minister Mario Lino and State 
Secretary for Public Works, 
Paulo Campos. 

Some 235,000 inhabitants 
from the regions of Sines, San- 
tiago do Cacem, Grandola, 
F erreira do Alentej o and Bej a are 
expected to benefit from the fu- 
ture IPS, which will be adjudi- 
cated in 2008 and completed three 
years later. 

Covering a stretch of 1 24 kilo- 
metres between Sines and Bej a, 
the road will function and in- 
deed be built as a motorway but 


will entail tolls. Despite wel- 
coming the road, municipal au- 
thorities have said that they 
“lament” the PM’s decision to 
install fees. 

Bej a Mayor Francisco Santos 
has expressed his dissatisfaction 
by affirming he is “obviously 
against” the payment of tolls on 
the IPS, that it “makes no sense” 
and that it will “hinder the 
populations and the region’s 
progress”. 

His counterparts echo Mayor 
Santos’ feelings concerning the 
tolls. Sines Mayor Manuel 
Coelho has said he is “apprehen- 
sive” and also defended “tolls on 
the IPS will penalise the region’ s 
complex industry and touristic 
attraction”. 


Government workers strike 
over pay demands 

Public sector workers staged a one-day 
nationwide strike Friday to press 
Portugal’s Socialist government over 
wage hike demands. 


Uncollected overnight gar- 
bage on city streets was the first 
sign of the labour action that 
affected primarily government 
and municipal offices, courts, 
schools and health services. 

The leader of the largest 
CGTP union confederation, 
Manuel Carvalho da Silva, told 
Lisbon garbage workers before 
dawn that he expected “enor- 
mous support” for the strike 
across the country. 

He said government employ- 
ees had lost “one-tenth of their 
purchasing power” over the 
past seven or eight years, with 
successive governments using 
workers as “scapegoats”. 

The state secretary for pub- 
lic administration, Joao 
Figueiredo, said the govern- 
ment awaited “the results of the 
strike calmly”, denying it had 
made any attempt to deter- 
mine which employees would 


go on strike ahead of the action. 

Trade unions representing 
Portuguese public sector work- 
ers said 80 percent of workers 
observed the strike, while the 
Socialist government said only 
around 20 percent of workers 
had stayed away from work. 

Ana Avoila, co-ordinator of 
the three-union industrial ac- 
tion, said over 80 percent of 
state workers had observed the 
strike call, which mainly hit 
government and municipal of- 
fices, courts, schools, and 
health centers. But State Secre- 
tary for Public Administration 
Joao Figueiredo put strike ob- 
servance at just over 20 percent. 

Unions organised Friday’s 
stoppages to protest the govern- 
ment ’ s fixing of next year ’ s pub- 
lic sector wage increase at 2.1 
percent, the same rate as this 
year’s inflation-adjusted hike.

Calls for Europe- wide poliee to taekle soeeer violenee 


Portugal’s EU presidency 
j oined forces with UEF A and the 
European Commission to call for 
the creation of a pan-European 
police force to tackle soccer-re- 
lated violence. 

Speaking after talks with 
UEFA President Michel Platini 
and EU Justice Commissioner 
Franco Frattini, Portugal’s inte- 
rior minister, Rui Pereira, under- 
scored the need for “strong insti- 


tutional cooperation” between 
Brussels, member states, and 
UEFA to combat violence related 
to soccer across Europe. 

PereirarecalledPortugal’sexpe- 
rience in staging the Euro 2004 soc- 
cer tournament and the pioneering 
cooperation between Portugal’s 
police force and their counterparts 
in other EU states, notably the UK, 
to target and prevent known hoo- 
ligans travelling to Portugal during 


the month-long event. 

In turn. Commissioner Frattini 
said the idea of an international 
force to tackle arising tide ofhoo- 
liganism had been proposed to 
him earlier this year by Michel 
Platini, Europe’s top soccer of- 
ficial. Thursday’s high-level 
meeting in Brussels was “a step 
forwards to the creation one day 
of a true European police for 
sport,” said Frattini. 


Platini, a former French inter- 
national soccer star, underscored: 
“UEFA does what it can, but can- 
not fight alone against violence 
inside and outside of stadiums.” 
The UEFA supremo, who is 
seeking greater punishments for 
offenders including travel bans, 
called for more help from Brus- 
sels and EU member states to 
combat soccer violence.

While consumer confidence in 
Portugal continues to lag behind 
that of most European partners, 
the OECD is still anticipating a 
bumper year for the country, it 
was revealed in its macro-eco- 
nomic report published this 
Thursday. 

The organisation says the 
economy will grow by two per- 
cent next year, thereby surpass- 
ing Euro Zone growth figures for 
the first time since the turn of the 
millennium. 

The OECD economic report 
has maintained its predictions for 
the Portuguese economy for 2007 
and 2008, but has cut back on its 
initial forecasts for the Euro Zone, 
following the recent example set 
by other international organisa- 
tions. 

Portugal should record growth 
of 1 .8 percent this year, which is 
in line with government figures, 
rising to two percent in 2008. 

The Euro Zone, on the other 
hand, despite growth of 2.6 per- 
cent in 2007, is set to see growth 
slashed by seven decimal points 


to 1 .9 percent, bringing itunder the 
Portugal growth figure. 

In its spring report, the OECD 
had predicted growth of 2.3 per- 
cent for the Euro Zone in 2008. 

This year’s anticipated rate of 
economic expansion inPortugal of 
1 .8 percent is in line with figures 
released earlier by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and the 
European Commission. 

While the OECD says Portu- 
gal will outgrow its European 
partners in 2008, its predictions 
remain beneath those reported by 
the IMF and the EC, who both 
anticipate growth of 2.2 percent. 

OECD analysts argue that Por- 
tugal ’ s expected favourable show- 
ing in 2008 will primarily be due 
to increased internal demand 
(spending and investment). 

For 2009, the OECD says the 
nation’ s economy will grow by a 
further 0.2 percent when com- 
pared with the previous year, 
which will once more be due to 
continued strong internal de- 
mand, reinforcing Portugal’ s con- 
vergence with the slowing Euro 
Zone area. 


Private investment, says the 
OECD, will rise by almost 5 0 per- 
cent next year in relation to 2007 , 
moving up from the expected2.5 
percent now to 3.8 percent at the 
end of 2008. Investment will be 
modest in 2009, but will still ex- 
pand to 4.3 percent. 

Exports will continue to rise 
handsomely, but so too will im- 
ports, though Portugal will con- 
sistently maintain a healthy cush- 
ion in terms of its trade balance. 

Inflation, which the OECD 
says will be 2.4 percent this year. 


will peak at 2.6 percent in 2008 
before dropping by two decimal 
points a year later. 

Unemployment will repeat- 
edly drop by 0.3 percent a year 
from its current figure of 7.9 per- 
cent. The Euro Zone jobless rate 
stands at 6.8 percent. 

But Portugal’s budget deficit 
will be almost non-existent in two 
years time, dropping down to 2.4 
percent in 2008 before falling fur- 
ther to 1 .5 percent in 2009. 

The current budget deficit is 
three percent.
